OBITUARIES. 


THOMAS    BUNTiNC    HILL 

Was  born  at  Smithville  (now  Southport',  Brunswick  county,  N.  C,  Sep- 
tember 29th,  1859.     Died  at  the  Mansion  House,  Green- 
ville, S.  C,  August  19th,  1891. 

He  went  regularly  in  the  drug  business  with  his  father  at  Goldsboro, 
N.  C,  in  May,  1877,  and  afterwards  with  Kirby  &  Hill  until  May,  1881. 
On  July  1st,  i88r,  he  took  a  position  with  W.  H.  Brown  &  Bro.,  wholesale 
druggists,  of  Baltimore,  as  travelling  salesman,  and  remained  with  them 
until  July  1st,  1888.  He  then  took  a  similar  position  with  the  large  drug 
house  of  W.  H.  Schieffelin  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  and  remained  with  them 
until  his  death.  He  married  Annie  Dortch,  daughter  of  the  late  Hon. 
W.  T.  Dortch,  of  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  who  survives  him  with  two  children, 
a  sou  and  daughter.  He  became  a  member  of  this  Association  at  its 
organization,  and  was  often  seen  at  its  meetings.  He  was  successful  and 
popular  as  a  salesman.  His  ability  as  a  pharmacist  and  his  many  noble 
qualities  of  both  head  and  heart  as  a  gentleman  were  thoroughly  known 
bv  his  many  friends  who  mourn  his  death. 


PETER     WENDOVER     BEDFORD.

"  Few  men  were  better  known  to  the  members  of  the  pharmaceutical 
fraternity  than  Peter  Wendover  Bedford,  Professor  Emeritus  of  the  New 
York  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  Editor  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Record. 
whose  death  occurred  on  July  20th  at  the  Profile  House,  White  Mountains, 
N.  II.,  while  he  was  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  of  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association.  Professor  Bedford  was  born  in  Johusville,  N.  Y.. 
August  1.  1836,  and  had,  therefore,  nearly  completed  his  56th  year  when 
death  terminated  his  sphere  of  activity.  He  was  graduated  from  the  New- 
York  College  of  Pharmacy  in  1.S5S,  joined  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  in  1.S59,  engaged  in  the  retail  business  on  his  own  account 
nearly  twelve  years  and  then  connected  himself  with  the  well-known  firm 
of  La/ell.  Marsh  &  Gardiner,  where  he  remained  until  1883.  Afterserving 
for  over  ten  years  as  Secretary  of  the  New  York  College  he  was,  in  1873, 
elected  Professor  of  Pharmacy  in  that  institution,  and  continued  in  that 
position  until  the  spring  of  1S91.  With  the  students  of  the  college  Pro- 
Bedford  was  on  terms  of  intimate  friendship,  and  was  ever  ready 
to  assist  them  with  advice  to  the  best  of  his  ability;  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing- of  tin-  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  he  was  a  regular  attend- 
ant, held  the  position  of  Corresponding  Secretary  for  five  years,  and,  in 
1881,  waselected  President  of  the  Association. 

"The  funeral  took  place  in  the  afternoon  of  Friday,  July  22d,  from  his 
late  residence  in  the  city  Ol   New  York,  and  was  attended  by  many  friends

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CODE   OF   ETHICS. 


ADOPTED     1SS2. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  con- 
sidering it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist  in 
regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  hereby 
agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics  : 

i.  We  accept  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and  guide  for 
all  officinal  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in 
exceptional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  process 
more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end  (This  section  is  not  intended  to  in- 
terfere with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines  ordered  in  accord- 
ance with  foreign  pharmacopoeias^. 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formulas  between  physician  and  phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other  when 
requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form,  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  deroga- 
tory to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  in  return,  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug 
for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  consequences, 
we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of  com- 
petition or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same  kind  may  be  ob- 
tained, is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest  apothe- 
cary or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent  acts  as  may  come  to  his 
knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowl- 
edge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  consumed 
in  preparation  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  sold.  Although  local 
and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at  different 
establishments,  no  apothecar)'  should  intentionally  undersell  his  neigh- 
bors with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the  pro- 
priety of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring  the 
wide-spread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred  insidi-

cms  Forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feature  of 
mir  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  practice  of 
allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a  beverage  as  de- 
grading, and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at  all  times 
.i  conscientious  can-  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dangerous  abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
other,  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the 
character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  apprentice 
who  may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have  given 
letters  <>f  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who  shall 
divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or  annoyance 
of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  proof  thereof,  be  no  longer  entitled  to 
the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be  stricken  from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  provis- 
ion- of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in  his  own 
defense,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 


MINUTES 


THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


FIRST   SESSION. 

Raleigh,   N.   C,   August  10,  1892. 

The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  assem- 
bled in  the  Hall  of  Phalanx  Lodge  of  Knights  of  Pythias, 
and  was  called  to  order  at  12  o'clock  m.  by  its  President, 
W.  H.  Wearn,  of  Charlotte. 

Rev.  Thos.  E.  Skinner,  D.  D.,  being  present  by  invita- 
tion, invoked  the  Divine  blessing  upon  the  meeting. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll,  and  there  being  a  quorum 
present,  the  President  announced  the  Association  organized 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  President  introduced  Mr.  W.  S.  Primrose,  of  this 
city,  who  delivered  the  following  address  of  welcome  : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Association  : 

I  regret  that  our  Mayor,  Mr.  Badger,  cannot  be  present  to-day  to  ex- 
tend to  you,  as  I  know  he  would  do,  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  city  of 
Raleigh.  On  his  behalf,  and  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  this  community, 
I  take  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  in  welcoming  you  to  our  city.  We  have  a 
community  of  big-hearted  citizens  ;  men  who  are  ever  ready  to  welcome 
gentlemen  as  useful  as  the  members  of  this  Association  are  to  the  Com- 
monwealth. I  hope  that  I  may,  myself,  be  included  with  those  having 
big  hearts  to  welcome  you  to-day.  Although  if  I  were  to  take  a  retro- 
spective glance,  Mr.  President,  and  go  back  to  the  time  of  infancy,  if  the 
laws  of  nature  were  different,  I  might  now  be  called  on  to  take  another 
view  of  the  matter.  I  reflect,  with  happiness,  that  the  laws  governing 
nature  do  not  allow  the  active  exercise  of  memory  of  all  that  occurs  in 
infancy  ;  that  the  laws  of  nature  do  not  allow  at  that  period  any  feeling 
of  malice  or  revenge  to  be  cherished,  because  I  know  by  my  own  expe- 
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rience  thai  very  many  n  tuseous  doses  have-  to  he  forced  into  the  unwilling 
mouths  of  tin.-  little  ones,  and  if  they  were  to  remember  such  circumstances) 
they  would  have  had  formed  within  them  and  they  would  cherish  feelings 
of  undying  malice  against  the  medical  fraternity  and  against  the  phar- 
macists. When  I  had  passed  that  age,  however,  and  reached  the  time 
when  nn  memory  began  to  assert  itself,  my  first  recollections  of  the  drug 
store  were  of  undisguised  admiration.  I  well  remember,  as  a  little  hoy, 
being  attracted  by  the  great  vases  or  urns  holding  blue,  green,  red  and 
other  colored  liquids  in  the  windows,  and  the  notion  occurred  to  me  that 
the  hoy  who  lived  away  off  in  the  country  and  who  had  never  seen  a  ding 
store  knew  but  little  of  life.  Then  there  were  sweet  odors  from  the  toilet 
soaps,  and  colognes  and  perfumes  of  all  kinds.  A  certain  air  of  mystery 
surrounded  the  store  by  reason  of  the  Latin  names  on  the  bottles,  but 
this  was  compensated  for  by  the  many  sticks  of  licorice  and  glasses  of 
soda-watei  I  got  there.  I  sometimes  wonder  whether  the  druggist  is  not 
at  times  solicitous  about  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  being  too  per- 
fect and  the  consequent  liability  of  limited  demand  for  his  wares.  I  do 
not  charge  this  upon  them.  They  are  honorable  men.  I  do  not  believe 
that  anything  of  the  kind  can  be  charged  to  the  druggist,  because  nature 
ha--  made  laws  which  render  such  feelings  unnecessary.  If  we  have  gold 
and  diamonds  and  other  precious  stones,  we  know  that  they  must  be 
jealously  guarded  to  take  care  of  them.  So  it  is  that  our  health  must  be- 
safely  guarded  from  infancy  to  old  age,  for  decay  commences  almost  with 
birth.  We  see  the  decay  in  everything.  We  see  it  all  through  life; 
through  the  seven  Shakespearian  ages  from  infancy  to  puling  old  age, 
down  to  the  time  when  dissolution  is  obliged  to  take  place. 

The  parallelism  in  nature  with  physical  Life  in  man  is  striking.  AsTen- 
nyson  has  beautifully  expressed  it — 

"  I.o.  in  the  middle  of  the  wood, 
The  folded  leaf  is  woind  from  out  the  bud — and   there 

Grows  green  and  broad  and  takes  no  care; 
Sun-steeped  at  noon,  and  in  the  moon 

Nightly  d(  . 
And  turning  yellow, 

Falls  and  11m. its  ailown  the   ait ." 

So  it  is  with  human  life,  and  your  fraternity,  Mr.  President,  has  in  itself 
the  power  and  ability  to  do  much  t<>  alleviate  the  pain  and  suffering  that 
an    inevitable  in  this  human  frame  of  ours. 

When  the  world  was  startled  with  brown  Sequard's  Elixir  of  Life  per- 
haps the  world  thoughl  that  a  great  discovery  had  been  made;  but  the 
only  results  were  sporadi<    cases  of  some  few  octogenarians  dancing  over 

the  vitals  of  a  lamb.      W<    should    not   expect    too   much.      Ponce  de    Leon 

looked  tor  his  fountain  of  eternal  youth  in  vain.  Shakespeare  asks, 
"Canst  thou  not  minister  to  a  mind  diseased?"     Even  the  youthful  em-

bryo  pharmacist  will  answer,  "No,  I  can't  do  that,  but  I  can  put  clogs  on 
the  wheels  of  a  galloping  colic,  and  of  that  I  am  certain." 

I  sometimes  imagine  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  experimenting  in  the 
administration  of  medicines,  for  when  little  children  are  sick,  say  for  a, 
week  or  so,  the  nursery  mantle-piece  becomes  almost  an  apothecary  shop. 
We  cannot  tell  just  what  is  best.  I  told  a  medical  friend  that  I  thought 
I  would  invent  a  pair  of  platform  scales,  on  which  a  chair  will  be  placed, 
in  which  the  patient  will  be  seated.  From  the  chair,  extending  under- 
neath the  platform,  will  be  a  system  of  levers  connecting  with  a  dial  on 
the  wall  above  the  scales.  On  the  dial,  around  the  margin,  will  be  ex- 
pressed all  the  ills  that  flesh  is  heir  to,  with  an  indicator,  which  at  rest 
points  to  perfect  health.  Whenever  a  failure  occurs  to  make  plain 
satisfactory  diagnosis  by  ordinary  means,  and  the  physician  has  his 
patient  seated  in  the  chair  on  the  platform  scales,  the  indicating  hand 
will  swing  around  and  point  out  the  direct  complaint  with  which  the 
patient  is  suffering.  The  physician  can  then  prescribe  for  such  ail- 
ment, and  with  assurance  heretofore  not  to  be  had.  My  friend  asked 
me  how  I  expected  to  work  the  springs  and  levers  so  as  to  make  the  dial 
show  the  exact  ailment  of  the  patient.  I  told  him  that  that  part  of  it  was 
a  little  secret  of  mine,  that  there  were  important  discoveries  yet  to  be  un- 
folded to  the  world.  There  is  no  question  but  that  probably  too  much 
medicine  is  taken.  It  is  certainly  not  the  fault  of  the  druggist.  If  the 
patient  comes  to  the  drug  store  with  a  prescription  from  a  recognized 
physician,  the  apothecary  is  in  honor  bound  to  fill  it,  if  it  contains  no  pal- 
pable error,  but  sometimes  we  have  heard  of  instances  where  too  much 
medicine  had  been  administered  ;  at  least  where  its  absence  was  beneficial. 
There  was  a  well  authenticated  case  of  a  doctor  who  was  fond  of  the 
chase.  Among  his  patients  was  a  woman,  the  wife  of  a  small  farmer. 
Expecting  to  visit  her,  the  doctor's  dogs  scented  game,  and  were  soon 
away  on  the  chase;  while  following  in  hot  haste,  the  woman's  husband 
stopped  him.  "Doctor,  have  you  got  them  pills?"  Reaching  in  his 
pocket,  the  doctor  handed  him  a  little  box,  saying,  "Tell  your  wife  to 
take  one  every  hour  until  I  get  there."  When  the  hunt  was  ended,  when 
on  his  way  to  his  patient,  her  husband  met  him  with  a  broad  smile  of 
satisfaction  and  said,  "Doctor,  them  gun  caps  did  her  a  heap  of  good." 
"Why  man,  what  do  you  mean?"  Then  it  was  found  that  in  his  haste 
a  small  box  of  gun  caps  had  been  given  instead  of  the  pills.  The  woman 
had  taken  several  and  was  getting  on  handsomely. 

I  have  been  looking,  Mr.  President,  with  no  little  interest  at  the  laws 
passed  in  this  State  for  the  regulation  of  this  Association.  I  am  glad  that 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  has  given  the  recognition  the  Association  de- 
serves. You  should  push  and  use  all  your  energies  to  bring  about  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  school  of  pharmacy  in  connection  with  the  State  Uuiversitv. 
I  do  not  know  the  opinion  of  the  faculty  011  that  subject,  but  I  think  that 
our  friend,  Dr.  Winston,  would  hail  such  a  movement  with  a  great  deal  of 
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pleasure.  The  State,  bj  a  small  appropriation,  could  easily  bring  it  about. 
I  am  told  that  there  is  uo  school  of  pharmacy  south  of  Baltimore,  except 
one  in  Atlanta  and  one  connected  with  the  University  of  Louisiana.  We 
have  to-day  to  thank  your  fraternity  for  the  great  good  that  has  been  done 

by  skill  and  science  and  patient  investigation  in  the  alleviation  of  pain  and 
suffering.     Certainly  no  greater  humanitarian  feeling  should  possess  any 

one  than  to  lie  able  to  alleviate  the-  ills  which  are  inevitable  to  us  in  this 
life.  1  do  not  have,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  as  intimate  an  acquaintance  with 
your  fraternity  throughout  the  State  as  I  would  like.  I  know  some  of  the 
pharmacists  in  a  number  of  the  towns  in  the  State,  here  and  there;  but 
I  will  say  this  much,  I  have  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  in  Raleigh.  I  know  the  members  to  be  gentlemen  of 
courtesv  and  skill  ;  always  obliging,  careful  in  their  profession,  and  i  ver 
ready  to  do  whatever  they  can  to  help  suffering  humanity,  and  do  it  cheer- 
fully and  willingly,  and  1  take  them  to  be  a  type  of  the  profession  in  the 
Slate. 

In  looking  over  the  proceedings  of  last  year  I  was  glad  to  see  that  you 
have  such  a  high  code  of  ethics.  I  am  -lad  that  these  ethics  are  so  well 
expressed.  I  believe  that  they  are  carried  out  as  strictly  as  it  is  at  present 
possible,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  your  annual  meetings,  such  as  you  are 
having  to-day,  will  redound  to  great  good  to  your  profession.  I  learn  that 
your  organization  commenced  its  existence  in  Raleigh  thirteen  years  ago, 
and  that  this  is  your  second  meeting  here.  We  extend  to  VOU  to-day  a 
hearty  welcome  on  behalf  of  Raleigh,  and  wish  you  prosperity. 

To  this  address  Mr.  Henry  R.  Chears,  of  Plymouth,  re- 
sponded as  follows  :

My  I  >ear  Sir  :  Hearts  swing  open  on  -olden  hinges  in  response  to  such 
kind  and  eloquent  words  of  welcome  as  those  to  which  we  have  just 
listened.     It  is  impossible  for  me  to  adequately  express  our  appreciation 

of  this    reception.       1    beg,    however,    in    behalf  of   each    member   of    the 

North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  to  thank  you,  and  through 
you  the  c  iti/ens  of  Raleigh,  for  your  cordial  greeting  and  generous  assur- 
ince's  i  'I  hospitalitj  . 

It  i-  ^privilege  to  meet  in  this  delightful  old  city,  so  picturesquely  de- 
nominated   the  "City  of  Diks,"  and    a    sincere    pleasure   to   know    that    at 

the  capital  of  our  Stale  we  have  so  manj  genial,  warm-hearted  friends. 

Having  abandoned  temporarily  the  active  duties  (•four  vocation,  we 
haverepaired  hither  from  all  parts  of  this  greal  Commonwealth     from  the 

rolling  plains  to  the  north  and  to  the  SOUth  and  from  its  surf  beaten  coast 
Upon  the  east   to  the  far  aua\    peaks  of  the  blue  Ridge  upon  the  west— for 

another  annual  communion,  t<>  renew  "  auld  acquaintance  "  ami  to  reason 
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together  concerning  the  things  which  affect  the  welfare  of  the  people  and 
onr  profession. 

Such  gatherings  as  these  are,  indeed,  bright  spots  in  one's  pilgrimage 
of  existence.  We  meet  to  day  under  peculiarly  happy  circumstances. 
This  is  the  twelfth  birthday  of  our  Association,  and  Raleigh  is  the  place 
of  its  birth.  During  the  past  twelve  years  we  have  met  in  nearly  all  the 
principal  cities  throughout  the  State.  At  no  other  place  have  we  felt  more 
at  home  than  at  Raleigh.  From  here  we  weut  out,  and  unto  here  we 
return.  We  are  glad  to  be  back.  It  is  an  occasion  as  well  for  congratu- 
lation as  retrospection. 

Prior  to  18S0  the  pharmacists  of  North  Carolina  were  unknown  to  each 
other,  and  united  by  no  common  ties.  There  was  no  legislation  to  restrict 
the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicines  to  properly  qualified  pharmacists 
and  druggists.  There  was  no  protection  for  the  profession  or  for  the  peo- 
ple. During  that  year  a  small  company  of  reputable  druggists,  recogniz- 
ing these  needs,  met  in  Raleigh  and  organized  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  good  that  has  resulted  from  this  step  is  incalculable.  The  Associa- 
tion has  grown  in  strength  and  numbers.  We  represent  at  this  meeting 
more  than  three  hundred  druggists.  The  profession  has  been  elevated. 
A  pharmacy  law,  one  of  the  best  in  the  country,  has  been  placed  upon  the 
statute  books.  A  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  been  organized.  Exami- 
nations have  been  established  to  test  the  qualifications  of  pharmacists,  who 
are  compelled  to  creditably  pass  such  an  examination  before  being  allowed 
to  enter  into  the  practice  of  the  profession.  To  properly  qualify  them- 
selves for  this  ordeal  young  men  have  gone  out  of  the  State  and  returned 
after  attending  reputable  schools  of  pharmacy.  It  is  the  hope  of  our 
Association  to  see  established  in  the  near  future,  not  far  from  Raleigh,  an 
institution  of  this  character. 

The  principal  result  of  this  work  on  the  part  of  our  Association  is  that 
the  profession  is  benefited  and  the  people  of  North  Carolina  are  protected 
in  having  competent  and  skilled  pharmacists  to  dispense  medicines.  I 
cannot  now  dwell  upon  our  growth  in  other  directions.  We  represent  a 
profession  which  has,  in  the  last  half  century,  by  untiring  perseverance, 
research  and  patient  endeavor,  furnished  to  the  medical  profession  reme- 
dies which  have  wrought  a  revolution  in  the  treatment  and  healing  of 
disease. 

In  returning  to  Raleigh  to-day  we  are  struck  with  the  marked  signs  of 
progress  apparent  on  every  hand.  Twelve  years  ago  Raleigh  appeared  to 
be  suffering  from  an  attack  of  somnolence.  To-day  it  is  a  wide-awake, 
metropolitan  city.  It  has  thrown  off  the  old  and  put  011  the  new.  Its 
streets  are  animated  ;  its  people  enterprising,  and  manufacturing  and  com- 
merce prosper  ;  its  population  has  increased  materially  ;  modern  improve- 
ments have  added  to  the  beauty  of  the  city  and  to  the  convenience  of  the 
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people,  and  many  substantial  and  handsome  edifices  have  been  erected  in 
every  section. 

Raleigb  is  a  city  of  homes,  happy,  hospitable,  Southern  homes.  Its 
people  know  the  luxury  of  doing  good.  Its  churches,  schools,  libraries 
and  State  institutions  make  it  the  literary,  scientific  and  social  center  of 
North  Carolina.  Here  reside  OUT  Governor  and  the  principal  officers  of 
the  State.  It  is  tin-  great  capital  of  a  great  State  '  We  are  proud  of  it! 
It  is  our  Raleigh  !  It  i>  our  capital  !  We  stand  indeed  upon  historic 
ground  '.  Here  for  more  than  a  century  have  gathered  every  two  years  the 
representatives  of  the  people  to  discuss  measures  and  pass  laws  for  the 
general  welfare  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  happiness  of  all  its  citi- 
zens. Here  our  Association  began  its  existence;  and  here  "our"  phar- 
macy law  was  enacted.     We  are  glad  to  be  here. 

The  affections  of  all  our  people  lean  toward  Raleigh.  It  is  the  great, 
powerful  heart  of  North  Carolina,  sending  out,  through  the  arteries  of 
commerce  and  communication  radiating  from  it.  the  vigor  and  power  of 

g 1  government  until  every  city  and  hamlet  in  the  State  responds  to  its 

throbs. 

This  is  an  occasion  for  inspiration.  It  is  pleasant  to  linger  here.  When 
we  depart  we  will  carry  away  with  us  memories  of  Raleigh,  of  its  citi- 
zens ami  of  their  hospitality,  that  will  live  with  us  forever. 

The  President  vacated  the  chair  to  the  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Henry  R.  Chears,  and  read  his  annual  report  in  the 
following  words  : 

Gentlemen  and  co-workers  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation: 

W<  have  assembled  here  in  the  interest  of  pharmacy  and  State,  at  this 

our  thirteenth  annual  meeting,  and,  as  your  President,  I  have  received 

dings  from  many  of  the  largest  States  in  the  Union  during  this  past 

ill  nf  which  exhibited  pharmaceutical   progress  and  a  determination 

of  their  members  to  grapple  with   the  various  issues  that  threaten  to  stop 

further  progress.     While  considering  these  I  was  led  to  compare  our  own 

work  with  that  of  our  sister  States,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  and  pride  that 

I  announce  to  you  that  the  North  Carolina   Pharmaceutical  Association's 

dings  claim  for  her  an  equal  place  with  that  n(  her  sisters. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  proprietary  medicine  plan  of  the  Ameri- 
can Ph  I  ion,  which  became  an  issue  with  the  Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  Association  since  our  last  meeting.  This  plan  is 
known  to  you  all  as  tin  one  adopted  by  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
ition  to  prevent  the  Cutting  of  prices  on  patent  medicines,  and  as 
haviug  l"  ■  n  defeated  in  the  conference  of  tin-  tripartite  committee.  Also 
that  the  Atnerii  m    Pharmaceutical  Association  at  its  last  meeting  re-af- 
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firmed  its  plan,  and  requests  all  State  Associations  to  pass  resolutions  in- 
dorsing it.  This  is  an  issue  that  many  of  us  would  like  to  wash  our 
hands  of,  but  we  cannot.  They  have  gained  a  place  in  the  drug  business 
from  which  they  cannot  be  displaced  at  once,  without  detriment  to  busi- 
ness, financially;  hence  the  monster  evil  must  be  made  profitable  while 
he  live.},  but  let  each  of  us  use  our  personal  efforts  to  starve  him  out. 
How  to  do  this  might  supply  the  Committee  on  Queries  and  Papers  with  a 
question  for  their  "  Question  Box." 

As  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Queries  and  Papers  during  the  past 
year,  the  seed  has  been  faithfully  sown  by  them,  as  you  all  know,  each  of 
you  having  received  one  of  their  valuable  circulars  and  list  of  queries  and 
papers.  These  various  committees,  serving  during  the  past  twelve  (12) 
years,  have  succeeded  in  securing  for  the  Association  from  its  members,  on 
an  average,  at  each  annual  meeting  from  three  to  five  papers,  which  have 
been  received  favorably  by  the  pharmaceutical  press  of  the  United  States; 
this  average  being  decreased  considerably  by  having  no  papers  at  two 
annual  meetings — caused,  no  doubt,  by  the  inability  of  members  to  attend 
the  meeting  of  1SS7  at  Asheville,  by  railroad  communication  being  cut  off, 
and  failure  of  committee  to  issue  list  of  queries  and  papers  for  the  annual 
meeting  of  18S9  at  Durham,  while  in  1888  thirteen  (13)  papers  were  read 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  Goldsboro.  This  compares  favorably  with  the 
production  of  three  of  the  largest  State  Associations  in  the  Union,  whose 
last  proceedings  show  five  (5)  papers  at  last  annual  meeting.  I  would  sug- 
gest that  the  Association  adopt  a  plan  for  the  awarding  of  a  prize  medal 
at  each  annual  meeting  to  the  member  producing  the  best  paper. 

I  also  urge  that  the  action  of  last  meeting  in  regard  to  establishing  a 
Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  State  University  be  earnestly  supported  by  each 
member  in  seeing  personally  his  Representative  and  asking  him  to  support 
it  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature.  Also,  that  this  Association 
adopt  a  method  to  secure  the  names  of  every  pharmacist  and  physician  in 
North  Carolina  as  the  signers  of  a  petition  to  this  effect,  to  be  presented 
by  the  committee  of  this  Association. 

Under  the  existing  system  of  taxation  libraries  are  taxed,  and  as  the 
self-educated  young  man  must  necessarily  accumulate  a  library  at  a  con- 
siderable expense,  in  my  judgment  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  State  to 
encourage  self-education  by  exempting  libraries  from  taxation;  hence  I 
would  suggest  that  this  Association  secure  -the  co-operation  of  the  North 
Carolina  Medical  Society  and  State  Dental  Society  in  securing  this 
exemption. 

Our  proceedings  have  always  been  nicely  printed  and  the  matter  con- 
veniently arranged,  but  poorly  bound.  In  this  respect  we  are  behind 
other  State  Associations,  whose  proceedings  are  well  protected  by  durable 
covers.  Greater  care  should  be  taken  in  this  respect,  as  the  proceedings 
of  each  Association  is  its  historv  in  every  library  it  enters. 
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issions  if  reported  verbatim  would  give  members  not  attending  a 
idea  of  what  we  are  doing  and  possibly  inspire  them  to  attend.      To 
thi>  end,  I  would  suggest  that  the  Secretary  be  allowed  sufficient  increase 
in  salary  t<>  employ  a  stenographer. 

In  order  to  be  properly  represented  in  the  revision  of  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia  and  National  Formulary  we  must  stimulate  our  members 
it  annually  such  formulas  and  pi  have  proved 

Li  tory  and  unsatisfactory  in  their  experience-.  Such  formulas  having 
been  acted  upon  by  the  Association  with  a  view  to  giving  them  a  place  in 
either  work  to  which  they  may  be  adapted,  let  them  1x?  recorded  as  such. 
This  will  give  our  delegates  ample  material  to  select  from. 

We  have  lost  a  good  many  valuable  nun  from  our  membership  by  drop- 
ping their  names  without  a  final  notice.  I  would  suggest  that  the  Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  Association  plan  of  drawing  on  them  through  the 
banks  be  adopted. 

( )n  motion  of  A.  J.  Cook,  of  Fayetteville,  this  address 
was  referred  to  a  committee,  who  were  to  take  into  consid- 
eration the-  suggestions  contained  therein  and  report  at  some 
future  session.  This  committee  consisted  of  J.  Hal.  Bob- 
bitt,  of  Raleigh  ;  X.  D.  Fetzer,  of  Concord,  and  Joint  P. 
Stedman,  of  ( )xford. 

II.  R.  Chears,  of  Plymouth,  announced  that  Professor 
Charles  Caspari,  Jr.,  of  the  Maryland  College  of  Pharmacy, 
was  present,  and  John  P.  Stedman,  of  Oxford,  also  stated 
that  Ik-  saw  present  Dr.  George  T.  Winston,  President  of 
the  vState  University;  whereupon  the  courtesies  of  the 
floor  wen-  extended  to  both  of  these  gentlemen,  and  they 
were  cordially  invited  to  take  part  in  the  deliberations  of 
the  meeting. 

Professor  Caspari  arose  and  said: 

)//.  /'ii  rident : 

I  had  hoped  that  Dr.  Winston  would  have  replied  in  behalf  of  tin-  two 
names  mentioned  in  this  resolution,  as  being  an  older  gentleman,  and  one 
better  known  in  North  Carolina  than  myself;  hut  a-  he  i-.  slow  arising  I 
take  it  upon  mvsell  to  answer  in  his  behalf  and  thank  the  Association  for 
the  compliment. 

I  ■■    kon  this  a-  one  of  the  most  pleasant  days  of  my  life.     It  i>  my  first 

visit  to  your  State.     I  do  not  know  that   I  have  come  a-  a  delegate  from 

ad.    as   youi    Vi(      Presideul    ha-  stated,    hut    if  I   am    to   represent 
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that  State,  of  course  I  cheerfully  give  in  to  the  responsibility;  but  I  had 
110  special  knowledge  of  the  fact. 

I  naturally  feel  drawn  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  For  years  we 
have  looked  upon  your  State  as  one  of  the  "standbys  "  of  the  Maryland 
College  of  Pharmacy.  The  percentage  from  North  Carolina  always  ex- 
ceeds that  of  any  other  State,  and  of  the  honors  achieved  a  greater  num- 
ber have  been  carried  off  by  students  from  North  Carolina. 

I  have  frequently  heard  of  Southern  hospitality,  but  I  did  not  know 
that  it  was  as  cordial  as  I  found  it  yesterday.  I  was  really  overcome  when 
I  was  met  with  such  a  cordial  greeting. 

I  thank  you  from  the  depth  of  my  heart,  and  also  for  Dr.  Winston,  for 
the  honor  extended,  and  shall  be  glad  to  be  with  you  during  your  meeting. 

Dr.  Winston  also  arose  and  thanked  the  Association  in 
the  following  words: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Association  : 

I  do  not  know  by  what  magic  powers  my  friend  has  made  me  out  to  be 
so  old.  I  am  not  to  be  put  in  the  mortar  and  pounded  in  that  sort  of  a 
fashion . 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  be  with  the  Association  at  this  session. 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  some  of  the  members  of  the  Association 
this  morning  at  the  hotel  and  on  the  streets,  and  enjoyed  a  delightful, 
friendly,  and  social  intercourse  with  them.  There  is  nothing  to  be  accom- 
plished in  this  age  by  any  profession,  except  by  organization,  co-opera- 
tion, and  steady  improvement  along  the  line  of  any  profession  that  deals 
so  intimately  with  the  lives  of  us  all  as  pharmacy.  It  is  a  matter  of  con- 
gratulation, not  merely  for  the  Association,  but  the  people  of  North  Caro- 
lina, that  the  Association  is  as  vigorous  as  it  has  shown  itself  during  its 
annual  session,  which  I  am  sure  will  become  greater  during  the  coming 
years.  The  friendly  allusions  that  have  been  made  to  the  University  of 
the  State,  I  assure  you,  are  very  cordially  reciprocated;  and  nothing  would 
give  us  more  pleasure  than  to  see  established  at  the  University,  under  the 
direction  and  counsel  of  this  Association,  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy.  The  more 
so,  because  I  believe,  in  my  humble  opinion,  that  this  step  is  essential  to 
the  proper  advancement  of  the  profession  in  North  Carolina.  There  must 
be  a  special  technical  education  of  pharmacists  in  order  that  they  be  upon 
the  same  plane  as  physicians,  lawyers,  preachers  and  educators;  and  we 
have  in  North  Carolina  now  institutions  for  the  training  of  all  the  profes- 
sions except  the  profession  of  pharmacy. 

I  am  glad  that  our  distinguished  friend.  Professor  Caspari,  has  told  us 
of  the  large  number  who  have  been  to  the  Maryland  College  of  Pharmacy. 
I  only  wish  that  more  had  been  to  this  institution.  There  is  a  very  small 
percentage  of  the  pharmacists  who  go  to  these  institutions.  If  there 
should  be   no  other  reason  the  expense  of  travel   and  of  city  residence 
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would  suffice  to  keep  them  from  going.  It  is  important  to  have  such 
an  institution  as  we  desire  in  North  Carolina,  in  order  that  not  a  small 
percentage,  but  a  large  percentage,  of  the  pharmacists  of  the  State  may 
be  technically  educated. 

YOU  will  pardon  me  if  I  say  that  we  have  at  the  University  every  eon 
venience  for  their  education  except  the  technical  teacher  of  pharmacy, 
pure  and  simple;  and  with  a  slight  addition  to  what  we  have  it  could  be 
made  very  useful  in  the  education  of  pharmacists.  It  would  be  economy  for 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  to  use  its  University  by  adding  a  little  more  to 
it  tor  a  certain  special  line  of  education  of  the  large  body  of  professional 
men  in  her  borders.  Let  the  pharmacists  he  educated  side  by  side  with  the 
doctor--,  with  the  lawyers,  and  with  the  preachers— men  of  all  professions, 
men  of  all  trades — at  the  University.  Let  them  then  stand  upon  the  same 
plane  of  equality.  I  am  well  aware  that  there  are  many  advantages  in 
having  separate  institutions,  and  yet  there  are  many  advantages  in  having 
such  institutions  connected  with  others.  The  mixing  with  men  of  other 
professions  is  good.  It  increases  the  pride  in  another  direction,  and  then, 
too,  opportunities  of  a  general  nature  are  furnished  which  are  unques- 
tionably needed  not  only  in  the  profession  of  pharmacy,  teaching  and 
clerical  professions,  hut  in  all  professions.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
pharmacists  should  he  men  in  a  community  of  more  general  influence 
possibly  than  they  arc;  not  mere  compounders  of  drugs,  hut  to  have 
positions  like  that  given  to  a  skillful  physician —men  of  general  influence, 
power  to  advise.  In  order  to  occupy  that  position  he  must  he  a  man  of 
broad  and  liberal  culture.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  he  a  pharmacist;  he  must 
be  a  scholar;  a  man  acquainted  with  literature  and  science.  The  pharma- 
cist is  entitled  to  this  culture.  They  will  have  it,  and  it  can  he  gotten  at 
some  great  institution  where  the  plant  is  already  provided. 

Among  the  three  hundred  students  at  tin-  Univ<  rsity  some  have  no  fixed 
ideas  as  to  what  they  shall  he  in  life.  Some  go  with  the  idea  of  being 
lawyers,  doctors,  etc.,  hut  a  great  many  go  to  he  broadly  educated.  There 
are  a  number  of  young  men  at  the  Uuiversity  who  remain  over  two  years 
studying  physics,  literature,  philosophy,  and  then  make  up  their  minds 
what  profession  they  will  take.  With  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  Uni- 
versity, it  is  reasonabl<  to  conclude  there  are  a  great  number  who  will  go 
into  pharmac)  who  had  no  such  purpose  in  view  before  coming  in  contact 
with  the  profession.  The  direct  gain  to  the  profession,  it  seems  tome, 
will  he  greater  than  a  gen<  ral  influence  with  the  community.  Why,  look 
at  the  lawyers  In  a  certain  sense  they  run  society,  and  in  a  certain 
It  is  because  they  have  the  power.  They 
have  the  training,  and  that  is  a  great  gain  to  anj  profession;  and  this 

profession  ought    to   have   it.  and  will    have  it.      The  man   that  is  educated 

m   tins  special  technical   wa\   will  receive  hater  compensation  than  he 

WOUld  Otherwise  hav<    got,       I  am  glad  to  have   heard  tin-  words  spoken  on 

thi--  lin<  that  hav<  been,  and  to  have  seen  thespirit  manifested.    And  1  wish 
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to  say,  in  conclusion,  that  anything  the  State  of  North  Carolina  has  at  the 
University,  in  the  way  of  equipments,  teachers,  laboratory  and  building, 
is  free  and  open  to  you,  to  be  used  as  you  desire,  and  we  shall  welcome 
at  the  University  the  profession  of  pharmacy.  Instruction  in  pharmacy 
should  be  side  by  side  with  instruction  for  the  other  professions,  and  we 
shall  be  glad  to  have  them  together. 

They  are  yours,  take  them  and  make  what  you  think  proper  of  them. 

J.  H.  Bobbitt,  of  Raleigh,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Papers  and  Queries,  stated  that,  as  suggested  by  President 
E.  V.  Zoeller  in  his  annual  address  at  the  last  meeting,  he 
had  prepared  a  "Question  Box  "  and  placed  it  upon  the 
table.  Members  having  perplexing  questions  to  ask  were 
requested  to  write  them  on  a  slip  of  paper  and  drop  them 
in  the  box.  The  box  would  be  opened  sometime  during 
the  meeting  and  the  members  would  endeavor  to  answer 
the  questions. 

Invitations  to  visit  the  various  public  buildings  were  ex- 
tended, and  acknowledged  with  thanks. 

There  not  being  a  quorum  of  the  Executive  Committee 
present,  the  President  appointed  the  following  members 
to  act  on  said  committee:  P.  W.  Vaughan,  of  Durham;

As  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  we  are 
banded  together  for  mutual  advancement,  and  we  cannot  be  too  zealous 
in  acquiring  new  vigor  and  inspiration  in  un fathoming  the  mysteries  and 
perplexities  that  confront  us  in  the  pursuit  of  our  chosen  profession. 

We  should  not  be  content  to  remain  dormant  while  such  rapid  strides 
of  progress  are  being  made  in  other  sections,  but  should  strive  to  excel 
in  all  matters  of  scientific  research.  Let  us,  therefore,  put  forth  an  effort 
to  render  the  next  meeting  of  our  Association  both  profitable  and  pleasant.

Your  committee  cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  the  importance  of 
united  and  persistent  effort  on  the  part  of  our  members  in  the  direction  of 
securing  the  aid  of  the  State  in  establishing  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  our 
State  University,  and  to  this  end  urge  each  member  to  act  in  accordance 
with  the  wise  suggestions  as  contained  in  President  Wearn's  address, 
thereby  rendering  valuable  aid  to  the  committee  having  that  matter  in 
hand. 

2d.  While  your  committee  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  "cutting"  evil 
does  not  exist  to  any  appreciable  extent  within  the  borders  of  our  State, 
yet  it  is  due  to  our  brother  pharmacists  of  other  States  that  we  should 
lend  the  moral  aid  of  our  co-operation  in  any  plan  which  promises  relief 
from  the  evil.

After  discussion  both  sections  were  adopted.  While  sec- 
tion one  was  under  consideration,  Dr.  Winston,  of  the 
University,  made  the  following  appropriate  remarks: 

I  desire  to  say  that  I  shall  be  glad  to  co-operate  in  the  matter  of  estab- 
lishing a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  University  in  any  way  I  can,  in  the 
matter  of  bringing  it  before  the  Legislature,  and  in  gathering  statistics  as 
to  the  number  of  schools  of  pharmacy  in  the  United  States,  the  pupils  in 
attendance,  the  average  expense  of  education,  boys  from  North  Carolina 
who  are  attending  schools  of  pharmacy  elsewhere,  and  the  number  of 
pharmacists  in  the  State  who  have  not  been  to  any  school  of  pharmacy  at 
all.     In  fact,  all  the  statistical  information  I  shall  be  glad  to  attend  to, 
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knowing  that  the  members  of  your  committee  will  l>e  pushed  with  their 
work;  and  any  other  work  that  I  can  do  I  hope  the  committee  will  ask 
in  ■  to  do.  I  think  it  v.  ill  he-  pretty  well  understood  that  we  do  not  desire 
to  have  any  shoddy  work  in  connection  with  this  chair.  We  do  not  wish 
to  try  to  do  any  more  than  we  ran  do  in  a  genuine  way.  Perhaps  all  the 
members  of  the  Association  do  not  understand  that  we  already  have  the 
equipment  at  the  University  for  the  instruction  of  pharmacists,  except 
that  of  purely  technical  instruction  in  the  mixing  of  drugs.  You  will 
pardon  me  if  I  tell  you  of  what  that  equipment  consists.  Our  chemical 
equipment  is  a  laboratory  which  covers  six  thousand  square  feet  of  ground. 
It  is  a  very  large  building  and  is  thoroughly  equipped.  We  received 
about  a  year  ago  from  a  citizen  of  Raleigh  about  forty  thousand  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  and  extending  the  department  of  chemistry 
at  tin-  University.  The  department  was  already  quite  large,  and  very 
thorough  a--  far  as  it  went,  but  this  large  gift  has  enabled  us  to  make  it 
much  larger  and  more  thorough.  So  that  part  of  it  contains  just  what  I 
have  said — a  building  covering  six  thousand  square  feet  and  containing 
ten  rooms.  We  have  in  this  building  lecture-rooms,  rooms  for  qualitative 
and  quantitative  analysis,  assay,  dark-rooms,  photograph-rooms  for  experi- 
ments and  for  the  study  of  medicine  and  pharmacy;  an  abundant  supply  of 
apparatus,  microscopes,  etc.  We  have  three  competent  instructors  in  these 
departments,  one  professor  and  two  assistants,  and  there  is  already  every- 
thing to  be  desired  in  the  way  of  chemical  instruction,  and  also  in  botany 
and  physiology.  Every  student  is  required  to  go  into  the  laboratory  and 
familiarize  himself  with  it.  The  instruction  in  botany  and  in  the  use  of 
tin-  microscope  is  already  provided  at  the  University  by  a  thorough  and 
compt  tent  specialist,  a  gentleman  from  Baltimore,  who  received  his  entire 
education  at  tin-  Johns  Hopkins  University.  lie  has  been  with  us  one- 
year  and  has  charmed  us  with  his  attainments  and  skill  as  a  teacher.  So 
that  we  have  everything  except  an  instructor  in  mixing  drugs.  This  is, 
therefore,  the  one  thing  needed  to  be  supplied.  We  have  instructors  in 
French,  German,  Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics,  History,  Literature,  Physics, 
Astronomy,  Geology,  etc.,  all  of  which  are  taught  in  the  University  and 
which  will  be  given  to  the  students  of  pharmacy,  who  can  tike  just  what 
they  wish  and  pay  for  just  that  much.  For  instance,  a  student  takes 
three  hour-,  in  French  or  German  or  in  anything  else.  He  only  pays  for 
just  that  much,  and  he  will  get  the  same  rates  at  the  University  as  the 
studt  nt  who  takes  the  full  course.  It  occurs  to  mi'  that  it  will  not  be  well 
for  au\  special  privileges;  for  if  we  have  such  a  chair,  students 
who  conic  to  the  University  and  take  instruction  should  stand  on  their 
own  merit-.,  like  other  applic  ints  tor  license  to  be  pharmacists.  If  their 
instruction  has  no;  fitted  them  to  be  pharmacists,  then  they  can't  piss 
the  examination,  and  if  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  think  tiny  can't  they  ought 
not  to  be  pharmacists.  We  do  not  have  any  privilege  in  law,  ami  we  do  not 
have  it  in  medicine.     We  do  not  pretend  to  have  a  medical  college,  but  we 
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have  a  medical  class;  we  give  one  year's  instruction  in  medicine  there;  they 
afterwards  go  to  Philadelphia,  Boston  and  New  York.  We  would  hardly 
claim  for  this  Chair  of  Pharmacy,  if  we  had  it,  to  do  work  at  once  equal 
to  the  work  done  in  the  colleges  of  pharmacy  in  the  great  cities.  We 
could  not  do  it;  we  do  not  wish  to  make  any  claims  that  we  cannot  sub- 
stantiate. No  doubt  some  wTould  come  to  us  and  afterwards  go  to  the 
larger  colleges  of  pharmacy,  for  a  briefer  time,  for  more  extended  instruc- 
tion, just  as  they  go  from  one  medical  school  to  another  larger. 

The  advantages  of  this  chair  we  spoke  of  yesterday;  I  referred  to  that 
briefly,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  it  here.  I  think  that  your  body 
is  of  one  opinion  in  regard  to  that.  We  must  not  claim  to  do  too  much; 
we  may  not  be  able  to  do  what  we  would  like  to  do.  We  might  deceive 
by  too  great  pretensions.  I  don't  think,  however,  there  is  great  danger 
of  that,  as,  of  course,  our  reputation  is  at  stake  at  the  University.  We 
cannot  afford  to  do  that,  and  we  have  no  desire  to. 

I  have  application  from  several  young  men  to  come  to  the  University  to 
stud}'  pharmacy,  and  although  we  have  the  equipment— everything  except 
the  instruction  in  the  mixing  of  drugs — I  wrote  them  that  we  did  not 
have  a  school  of  pharmacy  and  did  not  give  instruction.  I  told  them 
that  we  gave  .  instruction  in  chemistry,  which  they  were  welcome  to 
come  and  take.  Last  year  I  had  eight  applicants.  I  have  given  similar 
replies  this  year  to  similar  applicants;  so  if  we  have  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy, 
we  will,  as  a  matter  of  honest}-,  and  in  extending  our  own  reputation  for 
doing  thorough  work,  state  exactly  what  we  do  for  any  one.  We  do  not 
desire  to  have  larger  claims  than  we  have  performances.  Of  course  a 
great  deal  depends  on  the  complexion  of  the  next  Legislature.  If  the 
Legislature  is  of  the  average  character  then  I  suppose  they  will  unite  with 
us  in  giving  us  this  chair;  but  if  the  Legislature  is  exceedingly  economi- 
cal it  will  hardly  be  worth  the  while  to  make  application  to  them.  Of 
course  that  will  be  left  to  the  committee  to  decide;  it  will  be  a  pleasure, 
as  well  as  a  duty,  to  come  to  Raleigh  and  help  personally  in  laying  the 
matter  before  the  committee;  and  to  those  members  of  the  Legislature  that 
I  may  know  I  shall  endeavor  to  make  systematic  statements  of  the  various 
points  and  present  them  in  a  systematic  way.  I  think  that  they  should 
be  printed  and  laid  before  each  member.  The  proper  method  to  proceed 
would  be  the  method  adopted  two  years  ago,  with  a  little  more  explana- 
tion. A  memorial  should  be  presented  to  them,  and  this  circular  should  be 
sent  to  every  pharmacist  in  the  State  and  their  co-operation  requested  in 
laying  the  matter  before  the  members  of  the  Legislature  from  their  county. 
The  physicians  of  the  State  ought  to  be  requested  to  co-operate  with  us. 
It  has  been  intimated  that  there  is  some  opposition  on  the  part  of  the 
physicians,  some  of  whom  I  have  seen.  I  do  not  know  why.  Certainly  they 
ought  to  be  interested  in  the  advancement  of  the  profession  of  pharmacy. 
And  they  would  see  what  a  great  advancement  it  would  be.  We  are 
endeavoring  to  give  instruction  at  the  University  for  every  profession  in 
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the  State.  This  is  a  step  in  that  direction.  Prom  that  stand-point  it  seems 
to  be  vitally  essential.  We  must  haw  a  larger  percentage  of  the  pharma- 
cists going  to  college  in  the  State;  we  must  have  the  profession  on  the  same 
plane,  so  tar  as  recognition  is  concerned,  as  law,  medicine,  teachers  and 
preachers.  That  start  must  be  taken  in  order  that  the  profession  may  he 
advanced  in  the  estimation  of  the  public.  That  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
attracting  men  to  the  profession,  and  t<>  my  mind  that  is  a  strong  point. 
The  advantages  of  general  culture  are  just  as  much  needed  by  the  profes- 
sion of  pharmacy  as  by  the  profession  of  medicine,  preaching  or  teaching. 
The  profession  musl  have  the  advantages  of  general  culture,  and  it  can 
only  he  gotten  in  such  a  way  as  is  proposed.  Let  the  profession  go  side 
by  side  with  the  others  in  a  great  institution  of  learning  and  he  brought 
in  contact  with  the  laboratories,  museums,  etc.,  just  the  same  as  young 
men  destined  to  he  lawyers,  preachers  and  teachers.  You  take  a  farm  boy — 
and  we  have  a  great  many  of  them  at  the  University — who  comes  from  an 
old,  worn-out  farm,  ragged  at  tin-  elbows  and  breeches  legs.  We  had  such 
a  boj  to  come  there.  lie  walked  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  to  the  Uni- 
versity and  slept  under  the  trees.  He  brought  his  clothes  in  a  hand- 
kerchief, He  had  nothing  when  he  came.  He  stayed  and  worked  his 
way  through.  Ik-  was  in  the  class-room  with  a  hoy  like  himself  on  one 
side  and  on  the  other  was  the  son  of  the  richest  man  in  the  State.  Here 
you  will  see  the  hoy  who  is  going  to  he  Governor  one  day  ami  another 
who  is  going  to  he  a  judge.  They  have  already  formed  their  plans, 
and  if  a  man  has  no  longing  after  greatness,  he  imbibes  it  now  from  hun- 
dreds. It  was  this  way  with  this  hoy.  He  lives  in  Raleigh  to-day  and 
paints  portraits.  I  was  in  his  office  the  other  day,  and  he  had  a  beautiful 
oil  portrait  he  had  painted.  I  asked  him  how  long  it  took  him  to  paint 
it.  He  said  three  days,  and  he  got  $150  for  it.  What  a  change  from  the 
boy  who  walked  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  to  the  University,  slept  under 
an  oak,  and  carried  his  clothes  in  a  handkerchief!  It  is  that  kind  of  a 
spirit  needed  in  every  profession,  and  they  get  it  from  coming  in  contact 
with  smart  young  men,  who  are  going  to  he  in  all  professions,  and  it  is  as 
much  needed  in  this  profession  as  in  any  other.  There  was  another  boy 
who  came  to  my  room  some  time  ago.  He  had  landed  at  the  University 
with  five  dollars  in  his  pocket;  it  was  all  he  had  on  earth.  I  asked  him 
how  he  was  living,  and  he  told  me  he  had  oul\  live  dollars  on  earth  and 
had  Spent  three  dollars  in  paying  for  one  month's  hoard  in  advance. 
Said  I,  "What  do  you  eat  for  your  hreak  fast  and  supper?"  He  -aid  that 
he  generally  had  water  and  crackers.  No  telling  what  such  a  spirit,  asso- 
•  with  stuh  company,  will  make  out  of  a  man.  1  would  like  to  see 
piril  in  all  professions  everywhere.  And  that,  to  my  mind,  is  one  of 
the  greatest  advantages  t<>  the  profession  in  having  such  a  chair  as  this  at 
tin  I  'ni\i  rsity. 
I  hope  the  committee  will  he  kind  enough  to  communicate  with  me  in 

any    way,    and    I    will    In    glad    to  give   m\    assistance,       I    know    hut    little 
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about  the  profession,  but  I  had  hoped  that  we  might  develop  somewhere 
in  North  Carolina,  or  in  several  .places,  some  business  of  manufacturing 
some  kinds  of  drugs.  I  don't  know  whether  it  would  be  possible,  but  one 
might  develop  into  it.  So  let  us  unite  in  building  up  this  chair  at  the 
University. 

The  University  has  already  six  or  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars  worth 
of  property  belonging  to  the  State  that  was  not  created  by  the  State. 
Many  people  do  not  understand  what  an  enormous  amount  of  money  is 
received  from  benefactions  by  the  State  year  after  year.  Her  Insane 
Asylum,  and  Penitentiary,  and  Asylum  for  the  Deaf,  Dumb  and  Blind 
have  been  kept  up  by  the  State  from  year  to  year,  and  have  added  nothing 
to  the  wealth  of  the  State,  while  the  University  owns  over  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars'  worth  of  property,  and  is  worth  an  hundred  times  more 
to  the  State  than  she  has  ever  donated  to  it.  It  will  grow  by  growing,  and 
this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  Association  appreciated  Dr.  Winston's  timely  ad- 
dress and  tendered  him  a  vote  of  thanks. 

In  addition  to  the  above  report  N.  D.  Fetzer,  of  Concord, 
moved  for  the  committee  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed 
to  employ  a  stenographer  for  each  annual  meeting  at  a 
salary  not  to  exceed  $25.      Adopted. 

Professor  Charles  Caspari,  Jr.,  of  the  Maryland  College  of 
Pharmacy,  read  a  very  interesting  paper  entitled  "The 
Assay  of  Alkaloidal  Drugs  and  Galenical  Preparations," 
and  illustrated  it  by  apparatus. 

On  motion,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  him  and  the 
paper  ordered  to  take  the  regular  course  for  publication. 

On  motion  of  William  Simpson,  of  Raleigh,  Professor 
Charles  Caspari,  Jr.,  was  unanimously  elected  by  a  rising 
vote  an  honorary  member  of  the  Association. 

Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  Jr.,  of  Raleigh,  presented  his  cre- 
dentials as  delegate  from  the  North  Carolina  State  Medical 
Society,  and,  on  motion,  he  was  cordially  invited  to  the 
courtesies  of  the  floor. 

The  Secretary  gave'  notice  of  the  death  of  Professor  P. 
W.  Bedford,  of  New  York,  who  was  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Association. 
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On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  procure  a 
sketeli  of  his  life  and  publish  it  as  an  obituary  in  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

The  "Question  Box"  was  opened  and  found  to  contain 
quite  a  number  of  questions,  which  elicited  an  interesting 
discussion. 

On  motion,  the  Association  went  into  the  annual  election 
of  officers,  with  the  following  result:

The  President  appointed  J.  P.  Prior  and  George  C.  Good- 
man to  escort  the  newly  elected  officers  to  the  platform. 
On  their  arrival  he  introduced  them  to  the  Association  and, 
after  extending  thanks  for  the  courteous  manner  in  which 
he  had  been  treated  as  the  presiding  officer,  retired. 

Each  of  the  newly  elected  officers,  in  a  few  appropriate 
r<  marks,  then  thanked  the  Association  for  the  honor  con- 
ferred on  them. 

The  committee  on  awarding  the  Hancock  Prize  stated  it 
would  lie  impossible  for  them  to  examine  the  different 
papers  read  and  report  at  this  meeting,  but  that  they  would 
do  so  after  adjournment  and  send  their  decision  to  the 
Seeretar\  . 

On  motion,  they  were  given  the  desired  time.  (For 
report  see  Appendix). 
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On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  the  delegates  to  the  Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  x\ssociation  were  unanimously  in- 
structed to  ask  this  xAssociation  to  hold  its  annual  meeting 
in  1894  at  Asheville. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  Phalanx  Lodge  for  the 
use  of  its  hall,  also  to  the  Local  Secretary  and  druggists  of 
the  city  for  the  hospitality  shown  us  during  our  stay  in 
their  midst.  Thanks  were  also  extended  the  different 
traveling  salesmen  in  attendance  upon  the  meeting. 

The  President  announced  that  all  committees  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  him  would  be  named  and  handed  the  Secretary 
after  adjournment  of  meeting  and  would  appear  in  the 
proceedings. 

No  other  business  appearing  before  the  Association,  on 
motion  it  adjourned  to  meet  at  Winston  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  August,  1893.

PAPERS. 

COMPOUND  SYRUP  OF  HYPOPHOSPHITES,   N.   P.,   No.  370. 

BY    HENRY   T.    HICKS,    RALEIGH,    N.    C. 

The  formula  and  directions  given  in  the  National  Formulary  for  mak- 
ing this  syrup  are  quite  simple  and  easily  followed.  And  if  it  is  used 
immediately,  and  a  very  minute  quantity  of  Strychnine  is  desired,  it 
answers  very  well. 

But  for  a  stock  syrup,  to  be  kept  on  hand  some  time  and  to  meet  the 
general  demand  for  a  preparation  of  this  kind,   it  is  unsatisfactory. 

The  chief  objections  are  the  separation  of  heavy  and  flocculent  mat- 
ters, the  small  amount  of  Strychnine  present,  and  the  darkening  of  the 
product. 

•To  obviate  these  difficulties  the  writer  has  made  the  syrup  by  a  number 
of  methods,  and  the  following  seems  to  him  to  be  the  most  satisfactory. 

Precipitation  may  be  prevented  by  using  pure  materials  freshly  made. 
Therefore  the  salts  of  Manganese  and  Iron  should  be  made  by  the  ope- 
rator, and  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  materials. 

A  definite  amount  of  Strychnine  should  take  the  place  of  the  tincture 
of  Nux  Vomica;  1-128  grain  in  each  fluid  drachm  has  proven  very  satis- 
factory, although  nearly  all  preparations  of  similar  nature  have  double 
that  amount. 

The  observance  of  the  above  directions  and  changes  will  prevent  dis- 
coloration. 

Considering  the  foregoing,  the  writer  has  found  that  the  formula  given 
below  produces  a  permanent  syrup: 

Hypophosphite  of  Calcium 256  grains 

"  "    Potassium 128 

"  "    Sodium 128 

"  "    Manganese ..      16 

Solution  of  Hypophosphite  of  Iron,   No.  215 96  minims. 

Hydrochlorate  of  Quinine ---    8  grains. 

"  "     Strychnine 1        " 

Sugar 14  ounces  (av. ). 

Distilled  water,  enough  to  make 1  pint. 

Dissolve  the  Calcium  salt  in  4><  ounces  of  water,  the  Potassium  and 
Sodium  salts  in  one  ounce,  the  Manganese  salt  in  one  ounce  and  the 
Strychnine  salt  in  half  ounce.  Rub  the  Quinine  salt  with  the  sugar  and 
introduce  into  a  graduated  bottle ;  add  all  the  solutions  except  the  Iron 
aud  agitate  till  the  sugar  is  dissolved,  or  nearly  so,  then  add  the  Iron  solu- 
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don  and  enough  water  to  make  one  pint.  Shake  well  and  set  aside  for 
ten  days  and  filter  through  paper. 

The  water  used  in  the  above  work  should  be  either  freshly  distilled  or 
boiled  just  previous  to  being  used. 

Svrup  thus  made  is  of  a  greenish  straw  eolor.  very  brilliant  and  beau- 
tiful. 

The  sample  here  shown  was  made  May  ist,  and  has  been  in  its  present 
container  exposed  to  light  since. 


APPARATUS  FOR  DISPENSING  LIME-WATER.

The  Pharmacopoeia  di- 
rects that  lime-water  be 
kept  in  a  container  having 
some  undissolved  lime  at 
the  bottom,  and  that  it  is  to 
be  poured  off  when  wanted 
for  use. 

Now  there  are  two  draw- 
backs to  this  method — one 
is  the  clouding  of  the  liquor 
when  the  container  is  in- 
clined, the  other  is  the  small 
particles  of  matter  floating 
on  the  surface  and  in  sus- 
pension. 

To  obviate  both  of  these 
troubles  the  writer  recom- 
mends the  apparatus  de- 
scribed below. 

Select  a  suitable  contain- 
er— one  with  a  moderately 
wide  mouth  i  about  5  on. 
preferred)  and  of  conven- 
o|"9  "    ti  lent  size.    Fit  to  this  a  cork 

having  two  holes  to  carry 
glass  tubing  about  7  nmi. 
diameter.  Next  select  a 
piece  of  annealed  glass  tub- 
in-  i'\  above  size  and  long 
enough'  to  reach  from  top  <>f  cork  to  bottom  of  container;  bend  the  tube 
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at  right  angles  about  2  cm.  from  one  end  and  draw  it  into  bell  shape  or 
fuse  to  it  a  very  small  funnel.  Pass  the  straight  end  through  one  of  the 
holes  in  the  cork,  having  it  project  3  cm.  or  more  above.  Pass  through 
the  other  hole  a  glass  tube  about  10  cm.  long,  leaving  the  ends  of  about 
equal  length. 

If  it  is  desired  to  arrest  the  carbon  dioxide  of  the  air  entering  the  ap- 
paratus, some  modification  of  the  Potassium-bulb  may  be  substituted  for 
the  short  tube. 

Tie  a  piece  of  muslin  over  the  bell  or  funnel  end  of  long  tube,  and 
attach  to  other  end  a  piece  of  rubber  tubing  of  suitable  length  for  a 
syphon.      Close  the  free  end  of  rubber  tube  with  a  pinch-cock. 

Prepare  lime-water  according  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  pour  into  the 
container.  After  the  liquor  has  become  clear,  fix  the  cork  and  its  tubes 
in  place  and  the  apparatus  is  ready  for  work. 

A  convenient  support  for  the  bend  of  the  syphon  may  be  made  from  a 
piece  of  stiff  wire  stuck  firmly  into  the  cork  and  given  the  proper  curve; 
the  rubber  syphon  tube  is  held  to  this  by  two  small  rubber  bauds. 

The  muslin  on  end  of  syphon  effectually  prevents  any  particles  being 
drawn  over.  And  the  writer  has  never  had  any  difficulty  in  drawing  per- 
fectly clear  lime  water  from  this  apparatus. 


SOME  OF  THE  POINTS  TO  BE  TAKEN  INTO  CONSIDERATION 

BY  A  YOUNG  MAN  CONTEMPLATING  THE 

STUDY  OF  PHARMACY.

In  my  opinion  there  is  no  trade  or  profession  in  existence  that  requires 
more  thorough  and  deep  thought  in  the  preparation  therefor  than  that  of 
pharmacy.  Because,  in  the  first  place,  the  responsibility  incumbent  upon 
a  druggist  in  holding  the  lives  of  the  people  in  the  hollow  of  his  hand, 
as  it  were,  is  not  placed  upon  any  one  else  in  any  profession.  A  drug- 
gist's duties  are  such  that  require  his  entire  time,  in  the  fullest  sense  of 
the  meaning;  both  day  and  night  he  is  expected  to  administer  to  the 
necessities  of  ailing  human  kind;  and  no  matter  how  tired  or  exhausted 
by  previous  duties,  each  prescription  at  night  and  ever}'  duty  during  the 
day  is  to  be  transacted  with  the  same  untiring  vigilance  and  care  as  though 
twelve  hours  per  da}'  was  the  regular  working  time  instead  of,  you  might 
say,  twenty-four. 

Before  going  into  the  drug  business  think  not  only  once  or  twice,  but 
give  the  matter  your  undivided  attention  until  you  are  convinced  that  you 
are  a  fit  subject  for  the  greatest  act  of  self-sacrifice  and  martyrdom  that 
the  world  ever  sees.  Nine-tenths  of  the  people  do  not  appreciate  your 
situation,  and  where  sympathy  is  lacking  little  solace  is  found. 
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Some  say  that  a  preliminary  education  is  not  at  all  necessary.  Others, 
that  to  attend  a  college  of  pharmacy  is  a  waste  of  time  and  money.  My 
limited  experience  has  been  that  both  are  absolutely  requisite  to  obtain 
complete  success. 

The  remuneration  obtained  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  work  done 
is  infinitesimal,  and  therefore  the  only  advantage  gained  in  the  practice  of 
pharmacy,  comparatively,  is  the  pleasure  obtained  personally  in  original 
investigations,  ideas  and  plans. 

A  preliminary  education  is  necessary,  and  examining  boards  of  pharmacy 
should  have  a  special  department  where  an  applicant  is  subjected  to  the 
same  examination  as  is  given  in  high  schools,  for  there  are  turned  out 
every  year,  by  the  various  boards  of  different  States,  young  men  declared 
fully  equipped  and  competent  to  practice  pharmacy  in  any  capacity,  while 
in  reality  they  are  deficient  in  the  first  principles  and  rudimentary  knowl- 
edge of  their  mother  tongue;  questions  answered  by  eight-year-old  pupils 
in  our  graded  schools  would  nonplus  them.  Still  these  same  individuals, 
so  ignoranl  along  the  line  mentioned,  are  granted  permission  to  practice 
pharmacy. 

A  great  many  young  men,  attracted  by  the  neatly  dressed  windows  and 
appearances  of  stores,  are  eager,  yes,  anxious,  to  pry  into  the  mysteries 
of  the  drug  store,  and.  as  has  been  said,  when  "Once  in  harness,  never 
out."  As  aptly  expressed  by  another  writer,  who  said,  "A  drug  clerk, 
that  is,  one  who  has  been  in  service  for  any  length  of  time,  was  unfit  for 
anything  else;  a  certain  routine  of  duties  soon  become  habitual,  and  to 
try  to  switch  him  from  his  beaten  track  is  absurd;  he  is  like  the  mail  clerk 
in  this  respect."  So  if  you  go  into  the  drug  business  merely  prospecting, 
by  the  time  you  have  prospected  a  very  little  way  you  will  be  compelled 
to  continue  prospecting,  and  after  a  few  years  you  will  discover  that  the 
drug  business  is  nothing  but  prospect. 

Is  m  college  education  necessary?  By  all  means,  if  you  have  the  where 
withal,  and  every  young  man  with  the  necessary  amount  of  push  or 
capa<  ity  to  learn  pharmacy  can  make  enough  and  save  enough  to  enable 
him  to  secure  the  degree  of  Ph.  ('..,  assisted  by  the  money  he  can  make 
while  attending  lectures. 

In  large  cities  where  there  are  colleges  of  pharmacy  nine-tenths  of  the 
drug  eleiks  are  students  at   these  colleges,  and    it    i-   understood  by  their 

employers  that  time  be  given  to  employees  to  attend  all  lectures.     The 
amount  of  benefit  obtained  by  these  lectures  in  incalculable. 

A  majority  of  our  colleges  of  pharmacy  have  in  charge  of  the  different 

departments  nun  who  are  especially  adapted  and  whose  years  of  study  and 

i  h  enable  tin  m  to  present  in  a  concise  form  the  cream  of  the  whole 

matter,     'fhis  saves  much  time,  and  being  in  the  abbreviated  form  that  it 

is  presented,  it  makes  a  lasting  impression,  as  all  the  useless,  inert  matter, 
1  out  and  thrown    aside. 
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Do  not  go  into  the  study  of  pharmacy,  young  man,  unless  you  fully 
realize  the  nobleness  of  the  profession.  Do  not  imagine  for  one  instant 
that  fun  will  flow  as  freely  as  soda  from  fountains.  Picture  not  to  your- 
self that  in  a  few  years  you  will  be  clipping  coupons  and  have  a  rating  of 
many  thousands  in  some  commercial  agency.  But  make  up  your  mind, 
if  you  decide  to  take  the  step,  that  grim  death  is  continually  haunting 
your  prescription  counter,  and  to  make  one  false  move  means  ruin  for 
life.  A  life  of  absolute  hard  work  is  before  you,  so  prepare  yourself  as 
thoroughly  as  circumstances  will  permit,  for  in  after  years  you  will  surely 
reap  the  benefits.  Remember  that  though  not  the  largest  yet  duty  is  the 
"biggest "  word  in  the  English  language.  Again,  here  as  elsewhere,  back 
and  above  and  behind  the  profession  must  be  the  character,  the  man.  The 
world  to-day  wants  men  in  every  walk  and  vocation  of  life.  We  admit 
the  skill,  and  not  less  the  patience,  of  the  sculptor  as  with  touch  after 
touch  he  chisels  the  block  of  marble  until  he  has  fashioned  it  into  an 
image  of  ideal  beauty  on  which  ages  shall  look  with  increasing  wonder 
and  delight.  We  admire  the  skill  of  the  intelligent  pharmacist  who,  with 
exactness  and  dispatch,  can  compound  the  prescription  which  is  destined 
to  save  a  human  life.  But  ah  !  it  is  a  greater  work,  far  greater,  to  com- 
pound those  elements  which  shall  so  enter  into  the  composition  of  your 
own  characters  as  to  make  you  day  by  day  approach  nearer  and  nearer  to 
the  great  standard  of  absolute  perfection  which  is' set  before  you.  "It  is 
sweet  and  glorious  to  die  for  one's  country,"  sang  the  Latin  bard.  But  it 
shall  be  the  universal  verdict  of  ages  yet  to  come  that  it  is  infinitely  nobler 
and  more  glorious  to  live  for  those  about  us  and  for  our  grand  aud  fair 
Southland. 


CRITICISM  ON  BEEF,  IRON  AND  WINE  AS  PREPARED  BY 
EXISTING  FORMULAS.

This  popular  preparation  has  not  received  as  much  attention  from  the 
hands  of  the  skillful  pharmacist  as  its  use  merits.  Hence  we  find  Wyeth's 
preparation,  or  similar  manufactures,  prescribed  by  our  leading  physi- 
cians to  the  exclusion  of  our  own. 

The  majority  of  published  formulas  have  been  constructed  with  refer- 
ence to  quick  preparation  with  as  little  manipulation  as  possible.  This 
is  true  of  the  formula  of  the  National  Formulary.  A  permanent  prepara- 
tion cannot  be  made  without  using  detanuated  sherry  wine.  Hydrated 
peroxide  of  iron  is  the  best  detannating  agent  to  be  used. 
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The  product  prepared  from  normal  sherry  wine  remains  clear  but  for  a 
short  time,  when  it  soon  begins   to  blacken,  owing  to  the  presence   of 

tannin  in  the  wine  and  its  action  with  the  iron. 

The  National  Formulary  employs  solution  citro-chloride  iron  with  a  view 
of  obviating  this,  hut  it  is  only  prevented  for  a  short  time,  while  it  imparts 
an  objectionable  alkaline  taste  to  it;  sacrificing,  also,  that  pleasant  aro- 
matic and  i  irminative,  orange  peel,  by  omitting  it,  while  other  formulas 
substitute  its  oil,  which  cannot  replace  it,  as  it  soon  deteriorates  and  its 
aromatic  flavor  and  odor  become  terebenthinate. 

Iu  accordance  with  the  preceding  statement,  I  present  to  yon  a  formula 
which  I  find  to  produce  a  superior  product,  popular  also  with  physician 
and  patient:

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THE  ASSAY  OF  ALKALOIDAL  DRUGS  AND  GALENICAL 
PREPARATIONS.

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen: 

When  I  received  your  Secretary's  invitation  to  read  a  paper  before  your 
Association  I  felt  that  I  could  not  resist  the  temptation  to  visit  Raleigh, 
partly  because  your  State  has  always  manifested  a  kind  feeling  towards 
Baltimore  and  its  institutions,  but  mainly  because  I  saw  an  opportunitv 
of  possibly  meeting  many  of  the  pharmaceutical  profession  of  North 
Carolina,  from  whose  ranks  some  of  the  best  students  of  our  college  have 
gone  forth.  I  recall  with  pleasure  the  names  of  Scott,  Davis,  Hardison, 
Bobbitt,  Sedberry,  Millard,  Chears,  and  others  as  representing  young 
men  of  whom  the  State  of  North  Carolina  may  well  feel  proud.  More 
than  once  have  our  honors  been  carried  off  by  your  sons  and  associates. 

It  occurred  to  me  that  a  few  remarks  about  the  alkaloidal  assay  of 
crude  drugs  and  galenical  preparations  might  prove  acceptable  to  this 
Association,  as  possibly  some  of  those  present  have  never  had  an  opportu- 
nity of  seeing  any  of  the  apparatus  used  in  the  process,  or  of  hearing  of 
the  practical  difficulties  encountered.  The  forthcoming  Pharmacopoeia, 
while  devoting  a  great  deal  of  space  to  the  examination  and  valuation  of 
chemicals,  will  in  all  probability  require  ouly  a  few  vegetable  drugs  and 
their  preparations  to  be  of  a  fixed  alkaloidal  standard.  This  is  mainly  due 
to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  methods  thus  far  proposed  have  either  been 
found  unsatisfactory  or  have  not  been  sufficiently  tried  to  admit  of  their 
being  adopted  in  the  text  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  As  the  various  methods 
for  the  alkaloidal  valuation  of  drugs  are  more  frequent^  tried  by  phar- 
macists we  shall  find  that  some  of  them  yield  satisfactory  results  only  in 
the  hands  of  their  authors.  "Practice  makes  perfect"  is  an  axiom  that 
holds  good  in  drug  assaying  as  well  as  other  experimentation,  and  the 
operator  is  apt  to  consider  that  method  best  with  which  he  has  had  the 
greatest  experience.  Ever  since  Dr.  Lyons  published  his  admirable  little 
Manual  of  Pharmaceutical  Assaying  in  18S6,  more  interest  has  been  mani- 
fested by  pharmacists  in  this  country  for  a  study  of  this  special  work,  and 
to-day  we  find  manufacturers  vieing  with  each  other  in  the  production  of 
standardized  fluid  and  solid  extracts  and  tinctures  ;  the  pharmacist  should 
be  in  a  position  to  satisfy  himself  and  his  physicians  of  the  quality  of  the 
preparations  he  handles,  and  hence  a  more  general  knowledge  of  the 
methods  in  use  is  desirable  and  should  be  published.  The  simple  gravi- 
metric method  of  ascertaining  the  percentage  of  alkaloid  in  a  drug, 
although  considered  by  a  few  to  be  amply  sufficient,  has  long  since  been 
improved  upon  by  others  who  aim  at  a  more  accurate  determination  of 
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the  amount  of  true  alkaloid  present  in  the  crude  residual  mixture;  the 
well-known  Mayer's  solution  of  iodohydrargyrate  of  potassium  has  been 
recommended  by  many,  but  I  must  admit  that  my  experience  with  it  has 
been  very  unsatisfactory  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  fixing  the  end  reaction 
with  certainty.  Working  with  solutions  of  pure  alkaloids  is  one  thing- 
working  with  uncertain  mixtures  of  crude  alkaloids  is  quite  another 
thing.  Then  again,  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  degree  of  dilution  of 
the  alkaloidal  solution  has  a  marked  effect  011  the  value  of  Mayer's 
reagent,  for,  whilst  1  C.  c.  M.'s  Sol.  isequivalent  to  0.0077  Atropine  if  the 
solution  he  1-200,  its  value  will  change  to  0.0072  if  the  solution  be  1-400, 
or  to  0.0067  if  the  solution  be  1-600;  for  Morphine  the  value  changes  as 
follows:  If  solution  be  1-200  1  C.  c.  M.'s  Sol.  isequivalent  to  0.0128,  but  if 
it  he  1-400  it  equals  only  0.0110,  a  variation  of  nearly  two  milligrammes. 
Emetine,  Colchicine.  Strychnine,  Quinine  and  others  show  equally 
great  variability  according  to  strength  of  solution,  and  moreover  it  is 
known  that  difference  in  the  reaction  of  two  solutions  of  the  same  strength 
causes  .1  variation  in  the  multiplication  factor  of  M.'s  Sol.;  for  instance, 
in  a  neutral  solution  of  Brucine  1-400  1  C.  c.  M.'s  Sol.  =  0.0114  alkaloid, 
hut  in  a  slightly  acid  solution  1-400  the  value  changes  to  0.0102.  Strych- 
nine, Quinine  and  Cinchonidine  are  similarly  affected.  Now  if  such  are 
the  variations  with  pure  alkaloids  how  can  we  place  any  reliance  upon  the 
method  of  titration  with  Mayer's  solution  in  mixtures  of  crude  alkaloids 
where  an  uncertain  knowledge  of  the  strength  of  the  solution  must  exist? 
M.'s  Sol.  is  a  most  excellent  reagent  for  qualitative  work  1  for  instance,  to 
test  the  complete  extraction  of  alkaloid),  hut  for  quantitative  determina- 
tions it  appears  too  uncertain  in  the  alkaloidal  assay  of  drugs.  Our  pro- 
fessional brethren  in  Germauy  have  long  since  recognized  the  insufficiency 
of  simple  gravimetric  determinations,  and  hence  such  men  as  Beckurts, 
Schweissinger  and  others  insist  on  titration  of  the  alkaloidal  residues  by 
means  of  very  weak  acid  or  acid  and  alkali.  It  is  only  when  following 
their  suggestions  that  we  can  feel  at  all  safe  in  asserting  positively  that  a 
certain  sample  of  Nux  Vomica  or  Cinchona  hark  contains  a  stated  per- 
centage of  total    alkaloids.      As  a  matter  of  experience    it  may  he   well  to 

state  that  iii  sonic  recent  assays  of  Nux  Vomica  Extract  the  difference 
between  the  gravimetric  assay  of  crude  alkaloid  and  tin-  volumetric  assaj 
of  pure  alkaloid  was  found  in  one  instance  to  be  over  3^2  per  cent.;  this, 
of  course,  is  an  extreme  case  for  Nux  Vomica,  hut  differences  ranging 
from  1  5  to  1  '•  per  cent,  occur  continually.  One  of  the  most  important 
fa<  tors  in  connection  with  the  assay  of  drugs  and  galenicals  is  tin-  possi- 
bility of  decreasing  or  augmenting  the  alkaloidal  yield  by  reason  of 
unlooki  d  loi  .1,  tion  on  the  pari  of  substances  employed  lor  the  elimina- 
tion or  final  extra*  tion  of  the  alkaloid.      An  instance  of  this  kind  came  to 

light  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  scientific  section  of  the  A.  P.  A.,  where 
it  was  stated  that  one  of  the  ingredients  directed   in  a  certain  published 

method  had  itself  yielded  a  considerable  percentage  to  the  Chloroform  in 
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the  absence  of  any  particle  of  drug.  The  first  step  necessary  in  the  assay 
of  the  crude  drug  is  the  complete  extraction  of  the  alkaloid,  and  this 
may  be  done  either  by  cold  maceration  or  by  continuous  percolation  (hot 
process).  The  drug  must  be  in  very  fine  powder  so  as  to  be  readily  and 
thoroughly  permeated  by  the  solvent  fluid.  Cold  maceration  accompanied 
by  active  and  frequent  agitation  must  always  be  resorted  to  in  the  case  of 
drugs  containing  alkaloids  likely  to  be  decomposed  either  by  prolonged 
application  of  heat  by  itself,  or  in  presence  of  caustic  alkalies.  To  this 
class  belong  Aconite,  Belladonna,  Henbane,  etc.  Cold  maceration  may 
also  be  employed  with  advantage  for  those  drugs  readily  yielding  their 
alkaloid  to  the  particular  solvent  employed,  as  is  the  case  with  Cinchona 
Bark  when  using  Prollius'  Fluid  (Ether  325,  Alcohol  25,  Cone.  Ammonia 
10).  For  some  drugs  hot  extraction  is  absolutely  essential,  as  the  alka- 
loidal  principles  are  not  easily  removed.  Nux  Vomica  is  one  of  this  class 
and  generally  requires  the  continuous  action  for  three  hours  or  more  of 
the  solvent,  usually  Prollius'  Fluid  with  one  third  of  its  Ether  replaced  by 
Chloroform.  I  have  found  a  mixture  of  Alcohol,  Chloroform  and  Cone. 
Ammonia  to  exhaust  the  powder  equally  as  w'ell,  and  the  menstruum  to 
me  seems  preferable,  as  its  boiling  point  is  higher,  and  hence  it  is  handled 
with  greater  ease,  and,  moreover,  Chloroform  appears  to  be  a  better  solvent 
for  Nux  Vomica  alkaloids  than  Ether.  For  Ipecac  Root  hot  extraction, 
with  a  mixture  of  Chloroform  3,  Alcohol  r,  appears  more  satisfactory  than 
cold  or  hot  treatment  with  other  menstrua  ;  complete  exhaustion  can  be 
made  in  two  or  three  hours.  As  a  general  solvent  for  alkaloids  m  drugs 
the  well-known  Prollius"  Fluid  no  doubt  exceeds  all  others  in  powers  of 
penetration  and  exhaustion,  although  for  individual  drugs  special  men- 
strua have  often  been  recommended.  Thus  our  own  Pharmacopoeia  employs 
boiling  Alcohol- after  freeing  the  alkaloids  in  Cinchona  Bark  with  slaked 
lime.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia  recommends  for  the  same  drug  a  boiling 
mixture  of  Benzole  and  Amylic  Alcohol.  Dr.  Squibb  employs  a  mixture 
of  Ether  and  Amylic  Alcohol,  while  yet  others  use  Petroleum  and  Amylic 
Alcohol,  or  even  Ether  alone.  The  average  pharmacist  will  probably  find 
that,  with  the  exercise  of  a  little  care  and  judgment,  the  cold  treatment 
of  finely  powdered  Cinchona  with  Prollius'  Fluid  as  recommended  by 
Lyons  will  yield  satisfactory  results  and  appear  more  desirable  than  other 
more  complicated  methods. 

After  exhaustion  of  the  drug  has  been  completed  the  next  step  in  the 
assay  is  the  transfer  of  the  alkaloid  to  acid  water  for  the  purpose  of  sepa- 
rating foreign  bodies  such  as  resin,  wax,  fats  and  certain  coloring  matters 
which  may  have  been  taken  up  by  the  menstruum  employed  for  exhaus- 
tion ;  in  the  absence  of  much  chlorophyll  this  may  be  accomplished  either 
by  repeated  washing  of  the  ethereal  solution  in  a  separator  with  acid 
water  or  by  carefully  evaporating  the  ethereal  solution  to  dryness,  and 
then  repeatedly  treating  the  dried  residue  with  acid  water  and  filtering 
out  the  insoluble  matter.     The  latter  plan  is  the  most  effectual,  but  is  not 
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desirable  for  the  mydriatic  drugs  and  others  easily  influenced  by  heat.  If 
much  chlorophyll  be  present  in  the  ethereal  solution  it  may  be  removed 
by  transferring  the  alkaloids  to  acid  water  in  a  separator,  and  then  wash- 
in-  the  aqueous  solution  with  Chloroform  or  Ether  as  long  as  anything  is 
removed  by  either  ;  the  acid  water  not  yielding  any  alkaloid  so  long  as  it 
is  in  combination.  In  order  to  obtain  the  alkaloids  in  a  weighable  con- 
dition the  acid  aqueous  solution  is  rendered  alkaline  in  the  separator  by 
addition  of  NH«  OH,  or  XaOH,  and  the  liberated  alkaloids  are  removed 
by  repeated  washing  with  Chloroform,  Ether,  or  Ether-Chloroform  mix- 
ture the  ethereal  solutions  being  finally  evaporated  and  dried  to  constant 
weight  at  ioo°  C.  The  residue  constitutes  the  crude  alkaloid  and  may  be 
weighed  as  such,  but  if  greater  accuracy  be  required  the  residue  should  be 
dissolved  in  an  excess  of  decinormal  hydrochloric  acid  with  the  aid  of 
gentle  heat,  and  after  the  addition  of  a  suitable  indicator,  Cochineal  or 
Brazilwood  Tincture,  the  excess  of  acid  is  titrated  with  centinormal  alkali 
i  XaOH  \  knowing,  or  finding  by  calculation,  the  quantity  of  alkaloid 
corresponding  to  each  cubic  centimeter  of  ^  n  acid  in  combination,  we 
have  no  difficulty  in  calculating  the  percentage  of  total  pure  alkaloids 
present  in  the  drug.  For  instance,  using  toC,  c.  HC1  to  dissolve  the 
crude  alkaloid  obtained  from  5  grammes  of  Nux  Vomica  and  requiring 
SS.4  C.  c.  2  XaOH  to  neutralize  the  excess  of  acid,  we  would  have  to 
subtract  55.4  from  100  (our  acid  being  ten  times  as  strong  as  our  alkali)  to 
find  the  number  of  C.  c.  of  ^  acid  in  combination  and  then  multiply 
the  remainder  44.6  C.  c.  by  0.00364 ;  this  would  give  us  0.162344  as  the 
weight  of  pure  alkaloid  obtained,  and  this  multiplied  by  twenty  gives  us 
3.246SS  as  the  percentage  of  total  alkaloids  in  the  sample. 

For  the  assay  of  fluid  and  solid  extracts  somewhat  modified  methods 
arc  in  use  since  we  are  already  in  possession  of  a  solution  of  the  active 
principles  of  the  drug.  No  less  than  nine  methods  have  thus  far  been 
published,  four  foreign,  by  Dietrich,  Kremel,  Beckurts,  and  Schweissinger 
ami  live  American,  by  Lyons,  Lloyd,  Thompson,  Snow,  andStieglitz — each 
author,  of  course,  claiming  some  superiority  over  all  others.  I  will  not 
d<  tain  you  with  a  recital  of  these  various  methods,  for  after  all  they  only 
differ  in  details  of  manipulation,  and  any  particular  method  will  give 
tin-  best  results  to  him  who  has  become  most  familiar  with  it  by  frequent 
practice. 

To  my  mind  the  same  measure  of  accuracy  should  be  applied  to  all 
methods,  and  I  think  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  same  titration 
of  pure  alkaloids  in  the  crude  residues  will  be  insisted  upon  in  this 
country  that  has  already  been  incorporated  in  the  methods  of  Beckurts 
and  Schweissinger,  and  which  it  is  within  the  reach  of  all  analysts  to 
familiarize  themselves  with.  For  approximate  results  or  simple  compari- 
son of  samples  the  gravimetric  results  will  no  doubt  answer,  and  I  will 
admit  that  if  carefully  executed  some  of  the  gravimetric  methods  give 
results  very  closelj  approaching  the  true  alkaloidal  value  of  a  drug;  but 
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positive  assurance  can  only  be  obtained  by  volumetric  determinations  or 
other'  more  tedious  methods.  Beckurts  has  suggested  a  method  for  getting 
rid  of  chlorophyll  in  those  extracts  rich  in  this  troublesome  coloring  mat- 
ter, and  his  method,  which  is  comparatively  simple,  has  met  with  much 
favor.  It  consists  in  treating  the  diluted  extract  with  excess  of  Baryta 
water,  making  the  volume  up  to  a  certain  measure,  separating  the  excess 
of  Ba(OH)2  by  passing  in  carbon  dioxide  and  then  filtering.  An  aliquot 
part  of  the  filtrate  is  evaporated  to  a  syrup}'  consistence  and  then  treated 
with  solvent,  etc.,  as  other  extracts. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Lloyd  method  has  come  in  for  a  large  share  of  criti- 
cism in  our  journals,  which  at  times  seemed  to  assume  the  character  of 
vindictive  personalities,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  relate  to  you  my 
own  experience  with  this  method.  As  you  are  no  doubt  aware  the  origi- 
nal method  of  Professor  Lloyd  was  modified  by  him  during  the  present 
year  by  substituting  a  mixture  of  equal  weights  of  Fe2  60H  and  NaHCo3 
for  the  Solution  of  Chloride  of  Iron  and  NaHCo3  previously  suggested ; 
as  thus  modified  the  method  is  simple,  of  easy  execution  and  requiring 
only  such  care  as  an  analyst  would  be  willing  to  devote  to  any  method  of 
assay.  It  is  not  claimed  to  be  perfection,  but  to  me  it  has  yielded  some 
very  satisfactory  results,  and  I  have  really  been  surprised  at  some  recent 
assays  of  Powd.  Ext.  Nux  Vomica  in  which  the  amount  of  pure  alka- 
loids was  determined  by  titration  in  the  crude  residues.  With  solutions 
of  pure  alkaloids  of  known  strength  the  method  has  given  some  very 
accurate  results  showing  a  complete  abstraction;  it  is  an  easy  matter  to 
test  the  magma  for  remaining  alkaloid  by  methods  known  to  us  all.  On 
the  other  hand,  I  do  not  think  the  Lloyd  method  is  equally  applicable  to 
all  drugs,  but  it  is  surely  deserving  of  careful  study  so  as  to  bring  out 
what  merits  it  may  possess  and  then  let  these  be  known.  For  assaying 
Fluid  Extract  of  Guaraua  I  do  not  like  Lloyd's  method  as  well  as  Mul- 
der's Magnesia  method,  although  the  latter  requires  more  time ;  the 
results  are  no  higher,  but  the  Caffeine  obtained  is  much  purer,  being  per- 
fectly white. 

Opium  is  assayed  by  a  method  entirely  different  from  those  employed 
for  other  drugs  since  it  is  desired  to  extract  only  one  of  the  many  alka- 
loids it  contains;  the  percentage  of  Morphine  present  establishing  the 
commercial  value  of  Opium.  The  two  methods  usually  employed  in  this 
couutry  are  familiar  as  the  "Squibb  method"  and  the  "U.  S.  Ph. 
method."  Each  has  its  own  class  of  advocates  who  claim  certain  advan- 
tages for  their  respective  plans.  One  thing  all  must  admit,  namely,  that 
the  results  obtained  by  the  present  official  method  are  invariably  lower 
than  those  obtained  by  Dr.  Squibb's  method,  granting  that  both  methods 
are  followed  by  the  same  operator  and  that  uniform  care  be  exercised  to 
avoid  contamination  of  the  precipitated  Morphine  with  impurities  insol- 
uble in  lime-water.  Dr.  Squibb  in  his  method,  which  is  a  modification  of 
Fliickiger's,  calls  attention   to  the  fact    that  the   crystalline   precipitate 
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should  be  perfectly  soluble  in  one  hundred  times  its  weight  of  lime-water, 
Otherwise  the  amount  of  insoluble  matter  is  to  be  ascertained  and  sub- 
tracted in  order  to  yield  accurate  results.  The  chief  objection  urged 
against  Dr.  Squibb's  method  is  the  length  of  time  required  for  the  assay 
and  the  occasioual  necessary  operation  of  finding  the  percentage  of  actual 
purity,  which  requires  additional  time.  It  is  a  question  whether  in  analyti- 
cal methods  the  sacrifice  of  more  exact  results  for  a  saving  in  time  is 
desirable.  My  own  preference  has  always  been  for  Squibb's  method  as 
against  the  present  official  plan,  but  I  doubt  not  that  in  the  new  Pharma- 
copoeia such  modifications  will  be  introduced  as  to  bring  the  results 
obtainable  by  the  two  methods  into  close  harmony.  At  present  two 
sources  of  error  confront  us  in  the  U.  S.  Ph.  method — one  is  the  use  of  an 
aliquot  part  of  the  solution  containing  an  undetermined  amount  of 
extractive  and  hence  representing  an  uncertain  amount  of  Opium;  the 
second  is  the  use  of  excessive  amounts  of  Calcium  Hydroxide  and  Ammo- 
nium Chloride'  whereby  a  portion  of  the  Morphine  is  retained  in  solution 
and  consequently  lost  to  final  weighing.  The  first  evil  may  be  overcome 
by  a  simple  proceeding,  suggested  by  Dr.  Charles  Rice  in  the  American 
Druggist  of  April  i,  1892,  which  may  be  familiar  to  the  majority  of  you.' 
It  consists  in  ascertaining  exactly  the  amount  of  Opium  represented  by 
the  50  C.  c.  of  Bltrate  directed  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  method.  Of  course 
all  the  water  used  in  the  process  must  be  weighed.  Then  recover  in 
addition  to  the  50  C.  c.  of  filtrate  five  grammes  more  and  evaporate  these 
with  frequent  stirring  to  dryness  at  coo0  C.  in  a  tared  beaker  containing 
some  sand  and  a  s^lass  rod.  The  residue  will  indicate  the  amount  of 
extractive  taken  up  by  the  quantity  of  water  represented  by  the  difference 
between  the  live  grammes  and  the  residue.  Having  found  this  we  can 
readily  calculate-  the  amount  of  extractive  taken  up  by  the  original  weight 
of  water  added  and  from  this  again  calculate  the  amount  of  Opium  repre- 
sented in  the  50  C.  C.  filtrate  taken,  the  weight  of  which  has  been  ascer- 
tained. 

Having  weighed  the  Morphine  obtained  from  the  50  C.  c.  filtrate  and 
knowing  the  amount  of  ( >pinni  represented  by  the  50  C.  C,  we  can  at  once 
calculate  tin-  percentage  of  Morphine  by  multiplying  the  weight  of 
Morphine  obtained  by  100  and  dividing  the  product  by  the  amount  of 
Opium  represented  in  the  50  C.  c. 

The  second  source  of  error  can  only  be  eliminated  by  gradually  reducing 
the  quantities  of  slaked  lime  and  Ammonium  Chloride'  in  a  series  of  experi- 
ments until  the-  limit  of  increased  yield  of  Morphine'  is  reached.  In  my 
own  experience  I  have  found  that  the  best  results  were  obtained  when 
using  [.5  grammes  of  Calcium  Ilvdroxide-  and  750  milligrammes  of  Am- 
monium Chloride-  in  place  <>f  the  quantities  officially  directed.  More- 
over, I  have  learned  that  the  time  ordered  lor  allowing  the  crystals  to 
subside  can  be-  readily  reduced  from  twelve  hours  to  six  if  the  flask  be 
kept  in  a  cool  place  and  actively  shaken  in  the  beginning. 
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The  assay  of  the  galenical  preparations  of  Opium  must  be  conducted 
in  a  manner  almost  identical  with  that  for  the  crude  drug,  as  the  object 
sought  is  the  same. 

If  my  remarks  have  in  the  least  contributed  to  a  renewed  interest  in 
this  subject  of  drug  assays  I  shall  be  greatly  pleased.  I  thank  you  for 
your  patient  attention  and  the  opportunity  of  bringing  the  matter  before 
you. 


AN  UPRIGHT  CONDENSER.

The  reservoir  has  a 
capacity  of  one  gallon. 
The  tin  case  holding  the 
glass  conveying  tube 
is  twelve  inches  long, 
four  and  a  half  inches 
diameter  at  the  top, 
and  three  inches  diam- 
eter at  the  bottom.  The 
glass  condenser  in- 
closed is  made  of  thin 
glass  tubing  of  one  and 
a  half  inches  diameter. 
It  is  ten  inches  long 
and  is  drawn  out  at 
each  end  to  tubes  of 
one-fourth  inch  inside 
diameter.  The  upper 
end  is  curved  so  as  to 
be  adjusted  to  the  rub- 
ber tube  from  the  flask. 
The  rubber  tube  from 
the  reservoir  connects 
with  a  glass  tube  which  goes  nearly  to  the  bottom  of  the  tin  case,  and  is 
furnished  with  a  pinch-cock.  The  rubber  tube  connected  with  the  top  of 
the  tin  case  carries  off  the  warm  water.  This  tube  may  be  passed  through 
a  hole  in  the  table  into  a  bucket.  The  glass  tube  connected  with  this  rub- 
ber tube  should  be  a  little  larger  than  the  glass  tube  which  supplies  the 
cold  water.  Pressure  on  the  pinch-cock  supplies  the  tin  with  cold  water 
while  the  warm  water  runs  off.  Ice-water  may  be  used  in  the  reservoir  if 
desired.     The  inside  of  the  tin  case  is  covered  with  shellac  varnish. 

Where  there  is  a  water  supply  and  a  supply  of  gas  the  reservoir  and  the 
lamp  may  be  dispensed  with. 
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COMMENTS  ON  SEVERAL  OF  THE  QUERIES.

Deod.  Tr.  Opii,  U.  S.  P.,  precipitates  a  large  proportion  of  its  extracted 
matter  upon  standing.     What  is  the  cause  and  nature  of  this  precipitate? 

A  hard  question  to  answer  with  all  the  known  alkaloids,  acids  and  the 
gum  and  other  matter  contained  in  the  gum  opium.  In  the  first  part  of 
the  process  an  infusion  is  made  from  the  opium  hy  the  cold  process  and 
this  is  expressed  to  extract  the  active  principle  and  the  residue  re-washed 
with  cold  water.  We  have  now  nearly  all  the  active  principles  that  were 
in  the  opium  obtainable  by  the  cold  process;  by  evaporating  this  mixture 
it  is  made  nearly  uniform  to  an  aqueous  extract.  This  extract  is  now- 
mixed  with  ether  and  after  ethereal  solution  has  separated  it  is  then 
poured  off  and  evaporated  again  to  free  it  from  ether.  I  think  the  ether 
has  separated  some  of  the  alkaloids.  The  residue  is  now  mixed  with 
water  again,  making  it,  I  think,  an  aqueous  solution,  and  this,  mixed  with 
the  alcohol  lastly,  forms  again  a  tincture,  and  I  think  it  is  Narcotine, 
Narceine,  and  a  gummy  oil  compouud  that  is  separated  when  this  tincture 
has  been  standing  ai)y  length  of  time. 

I  think  that  a  few  experiment's  made  by  myself  will  come  in  place  now. 
I  filtered  at  different  times  some  Tr.  Opii  Deod.  and  collected  the  precipi- 
tate from  the  filters  and  made  a  few  experiments  as  follows: 

No.  i. — One  grain  of  the  powder  obtained  was  mixed  with  two  drachms 
C.  1'.  sulphuric  acid,  which  makes  a  dark  mixture. 

No.  2. — Is  half  the  quantity  of  mixture  No.  I,  placed  in  a  bottle  and  a 
test  made  with  this  as  follows  itest  for  Narcotine  in  Opium,  Y.  S.  Dis- 
pensatory, [885,  page  1063,  line  30,  which  reads:  Heme,  i!  to  a  mix- 
ture  of  it  with  strong  sulphuric  acid  a  small  piece  of  nitre  is  added  a 
deep  blood  red  color  is  produced).  The  test  1  made  was  to  add  a  few 
crystals  of  C.  P.  nitrate  potassium  to  the  mixture.  When  this  was  first 
shaken  a  red  mixture  was  formed  and  then  this  light  red  mixture  was 
formed  after  standing.  That  is  why  I  think  that  one  of  the  ingredients 
in  the  precipitate  is  Narcotine. 

NO.    3.— Is  a  small   quantity  of  the   powder   in  alcohol,  which    forms   a

NO.  .).  —  Is  a  small  quantity  of  iodine  added  to  part  of  Alcohol  .Solution 
No.  3,  t<>  make  a  test   lor    Narceine,  and    it  forms  an  oily  looking  layer  on 

the  top  and  a  precipitate. 

No.    5,.      Is   a   small    quantity  of  the   alcoholic   mixture   with   the   iodine 

added  'flu-  excess  of  iodine  being  saturated  with  ammonia,  then  a  slight 
blue  tinge  is  formed  upon  the  top  of  this  mixture,  which  is  an  evidence 
of  the  presence  of  Narceine. 
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Does  the  U.  S.  P.  Formula  for  Spts.  Amnion.  Arom.  produce  a  satis- 
factory product  of  required  strength  and  pharmaceutical  elegance  ? 

I  find  no  fault  with  the  formula  of  Arom.  Spts.  Amnion,  and  its  work- 
ing, as  it  proves  satisfactory  when  making.  The  only  change  I  see  is  that 
it  turns  darker  after  the  light  strikes  it  and  it  has  stood  for  some  time. 
Sample  No.  1  is  some  I  made  in  January,  JS92,  and  I  had  it  in  a  shop  hot- 
tie  for  a  month,  then  took  it  out  to  keep  as  an  experiment. 

No.  2  is  some  I  made  July  5,  1892,  and  kept  in  a  dark  place. 

If  the  oils  are  first  dissolved  with  a  little  alcohol  and  the  hard,  selected 
rock  ammonia,  which  is  dissolved  with  the  water  of  ammonia,  then  mix 
the  water  and  alcohol  together  and  add  this  to  your  dissolved  ammonia  in 
the  mortar  and  this  then  added  to  the  mixture  of  the  oils  in  the  alcohol, 
the  mixture  is  now  nearly  clear  if  it  has  been  properly  done,  and  can  be 
used  after  filtering  the  same. 

Can  the  proportion  of  alcohol  directed  in  the  U.  S.  P.  for  tincture 
ginger  be  reduced  ?  What  is  the  best  method  of  coloring  the  same  to 
meet  the  expectation  of  customers  ? 

Sample  No.  i. — Is  some  I  made  with  the  Powdered  Jamaica  Ginger 
of  G.  L.  &  Co.  By  macerating  the  powdered  ginger  in  the  alcohol  and 
four  weeks'  time  given  to  this  and  then  filtered,  I  do  not  think  it  needs 
any  coloring.  Tincture  ginger  made  by  this  process  I  find  proves  satis- 
factory. 

Sample  No.  2. — Powdered  ginger,  301  grains;  alcohol,  3  oz. ;  water,  1  oz. 
This  stood  three  weeks  and  then  was  filtered  and  this  product  obtained. 
Not  satisfactory. 

Sample  No.  3. — Powdered  ginger,  301  grains;  alcohol,  2'4  oz. ;  water, 
1%  oz.  This  stood  three  weeks  and  then  was  filtered.  It  is  a  gummy 
mixture,  and  not  satisfactory. 

Sample  No.  4. — Powdered  ginger,  301  grains;  alcohol,  2  oz.;  water,  2  oz. 
This  stood  three  weeks  and  the  product  obtained  is  a  gummy  mixture. 

A    FEW   FORMULAS   FOR    CREOSOTE   PILLS. 

Sample  No.  i. — Powd.  Castile  Soap,  grs.  xii;  Creosote  Beechwood, 
gtts.  xii;  Powd.  Starch  in  box;  Powd.  Starch  and  Ext.  Gentian  q.  s.  to 
make  twelve  pills.     This  makes  a  satisfactory  pill. 

Sample  No.  2. — Powd.  Castile  Soap,  grs.  xxiv;  Creosote  Beechwood, 
gtts.  xii;  M.  ft.  pill  No.  xii;  Powd.  Starch  in  box.  In  this  I  use  two 
grains  of  soap  to  each  pill  and  this  makes  a  mass  of  itself. 

Sample  No.  3. — Powd.  Castile  Soap,  grs.  xxiv;  Creosote  Beechwood, 
gtts.  xxiv;  Powd.  Licorice  q.  s.  M.  ft.  pill  No.  xxiv,  and  use  Powd. 
Licorice  as  a  dusting  powder.  In  this  mass  I  use  only  one  grain  of 
soap  to  the  pill  and  the  licorice  used  helps  to  form  a  mass.  This  has 
been  made  nine  months  and  I  cannot  see  any  reaction.

THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS, 

AS  REVISED  AUGUST  8th  AND  9th,  1888 
CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I.— NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICLE   II. — OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharmacists 
ami  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement  ami 
improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and  thereby 
restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified  pharma- 
cists ami  druggists. 

ARTICLE   III.— OFFICERS. 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three 
Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  Also  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  winch  the  Secretary 
shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot, 

and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

\KT1CLE    IV. — LIFE   MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars 
at  ofle  time  shall   become  a  life  member  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all 

future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE   V.— AMENDING   CONSTITUTION. 

Bvery  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  submitted 
in  .writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted  for  at  the 
m\t  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  presenl  taken  thereon.

BY=LAWS. 


ARTICLE    [.  —  DUTIES   OF   OFFICERS. 


SECTION  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  administer 
the  rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate  all 
special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  resort  to 
balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  membership 
and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at  each 
annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  during  the 
year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of 
notice. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of  their 
names. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with  the 
editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify  all 
members  four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each 
annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the 
last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of  every  special 
committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds  of 
the  Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be  acceptable 
to  the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  President, 
who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and  issue  the  certifi- 
cates of  membership.  He  shall  report  to.  the  Executive  Committee,  pre- 
vious to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  members  who  have 
failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  He  shall  keep  a  list  of 
the  names,  residences  and  date  of  entrance  of  each  member,  and  furnish 
a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  annual  meeting  to  the  Secretary  for 
publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  applications  for  membership.  He  shall 
pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by  the  President,  and  at  each  annual 
meeting  render  an  itemized  statement  of  his  account. 

ARTICLE   II.  —OF   COMMITTEES. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  three  standing  committees:  An  Executive 
Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  and  a 
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Committee  on  Trade  Interests;  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  1  r 
officii  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the  investi- 
gation of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  Proceed- 
in--..  They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of  such 
members  who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive 
years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased  members.  At 
least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

SECTION  3.  The  Committeeon  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  matters 
of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual  reports 
and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities  as  they 
may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

SECTION  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  .-hall  receive  all 
papers  or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them  shall  be 
read  at  length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection  with  the 
Secretary,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  conven- 
ient for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annually  report  a  proper  number 
of  questions  of  scientific  and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may 
advance  the  interest  of  pharmacy;  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  ol  as 
many  such  questions  for  investigation  and  reply  as  may  be  practicable; 
and  in  otlur  way-  induce  the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE    III.      QF    MEMBERSHIP. 

SECTION  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as  a 
Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of  which 
satisfactory  evidence  shall  he  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

SECTION  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing, 
with  the  indorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said  Com- 
mittee;   if.  after  investigating   his  claims,  they  shall    approve   his  election, 

they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to  th<  Association, 
and  he  may  be  elected  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  on  ballot. 
DION  v  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  removing  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  yi  11  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  regarded 
ate  oi  this  Association;  and  it  is  hereby  provided  that  such 
failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretary  dropping  the 
name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  membership.  Associate 
members  shall  not  b<  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be  required  to  contribute 
to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  but  they  shall  have  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing the  meetings  and  participating  in  the  deliberations. 
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Section  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the  Treas- 
ury the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the  annual  contribu- 
tion for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members  shall  he 
considered  permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  improper  conduct 
by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one  in 
arrears  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any  one 
neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be  liable 
to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the  preceding  section 
of  this  article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  membership,  signed  by  the 
President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  Ex-members, 
who  are  so  from  omissions  to  pay  their  dues,  desiring  to  re-unite  with  the 
Association,  may  do  so  by  applying  in  writing  to  the  Treasurer  and  pay- 
ing into  the  funds  of  the  Association  the  sum  of  two  years'  dues  when 
they  were  members  and  the  dues  for  the  current  year;  whereupon  their 
names  shall  be  replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Section  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  but 
no  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the 
Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  and 
reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists,  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  be  elected  honorary  members. 
They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be 
eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE    IV.  -OF   MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  case  of  failure  of  this 
from  any  cause  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall  devolve 
upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  or  Vice-Presidents,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
take  the  chair.  In  absence  of  all  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected 
by  the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Section  3.   Fifteen  members  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE    V.  — OF    DELEGATES. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Medical  Society. 
The  delegates  shall  present  their  report  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.      Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alternates.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  NORTH 
CAROLINA   BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  July  i,  1892. 
To  his  Excellency,   Thomas  M.  Holt,  Governor : 

Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  law  governing  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  in  this  State,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to 
your  Excellency,  and  to  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1892.

PHARMACY    ACT, 

(As  Amended  Jan.  27,  1891). 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  i.  That  E.  M.  Nadal,  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  E.  H. 
Meadows,  T.  C.  Smith,  John  S.  Pescud,  and  such  other  persons  as  may 
be  associated  with  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the 
right  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  and  hold 
real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to 
do  such  other  things  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies 
corporate  and  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of 
the  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  pharmacists  and 
druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement  and  improvement, 
to  encourage  scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical  talent,  to  elevate 
the  standard  of  professional  thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  to  properly  qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

SEC.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person,  unless  a  registered  pharmacist, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store 
for  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons,  or  for  any 
one  not  a  registered  pharmaceutist  to  prepare  a  physician's  prescription 
except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  in  the  State 
of  North  Carolina:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent 
the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  quinine,  epsom  salts,  castor 
oil,  essence  of  peppermint,  paregoric,  or  laudanum  in  original  packages, 
calomel,  camphor  or  sweet  oil. 

SEC.  4.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  registered,  shall  be  a  graduate  of 
some  college  in  pharmacy,  recognized  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Pharmacy;  or  shall,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  had  three  years'  prac- 
tical experience  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in 
compounding  and  vending  medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a  licentiate 
of  pharmacy  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina. 

SEC.  5.  Pharmaceutists  claimiugthe  right  of  registration  under  this  act, 
on  account  of  practical  experience,  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  its 
passage,  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be  created 
by  this  act  that  they  have  had  three  (3)  years'  practical  experience  in  the 
preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  compoundiug  and  vending 
medicines  and  poisons:  Provided,  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to 
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any  person  or  persons  in  business  on  their  own  account  upon  the  passage 
of  this  act.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  must  have  had  three  years'  experi- 
ence in  stores  when  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  have  been  pre- 
pared, and  shall  have  passed  an  examination  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 

of  this  State.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  register,  without  further 
examination,  the  licentiates  of  such  other  Hoards  of  Pharmacy  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

SEC.  6.  This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members  — from  whom  the 
Governor  -elects  five — who  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The 
Board  is  empowered  to  transact  all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice 
of  pharmacy;  to  examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse, 
fraud,  adulteration,  substitution  or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce  all  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  and  to  render  an  annual  account  to  the  proper  State 
authorities  and  to  the  Association.  Any  one  examined  by  the  Board  shall 
pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation he  shall  be  granted  a  second  examination,  without  the  payment  of 
a  further  fee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  after 
receipt  of  notification  of  their  appointment,  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  they  individually  reside,  ami  make  and  subscribe  to 
an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office;  and 
within  thirty  days  thereafter  meet  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  Presi- 
dent, Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  said  Board.  The  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years;  and  the  term  of 
office  of  the  other  members  shall  be  determined  by  lot.  Vacancies  in  the 
board  shall  be  filled  as  required  in  Section  12.  The  Board  shall  hold 
meetings  at  least  once  annually  or  oftencr.  as  the  business  of  the  Board 
may  require.  The  Secretary  shall  give  each  membei  of  the  Board  not  less 
than  ten  days'  notice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitutes 
quorum.  It  shall  be  tin-  duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons  apply- 
ing for  examination  in  proper  form,  and  to  register  such  as  shall  establish 
their  rights  to  registration  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  said  board  shall  be  a  bonded  officer  held 
in  bond  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  made  to  the  said  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  approved  bj  the  Executive  Committee  of 

-aid  Association. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  Ik-  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  ol  the  board  of  Pharmacy 
to  keep  a  book,  of  registration  at   some  convenient  place,  of  which  due 

not  ire  shall  lie  given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  shall  be  entered. 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  the  names  and  places  of  business  ol 
.dl  persons  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  a  statement  to  be 
signed  by  the  person  making  the  application  of  such  facts  in  the  case  as 
he  may  claim  to  jnsn;N  hi-,  application.  The  fee  lor  registration  of  pro- 
prietors  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those  in  the  employ  of  others 
shall  not  exceed  one  dollar.  The  Secretarj  shall  give  receipts  tor  all 
moneys  received  by  him.  which  moneys  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
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defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy;  and  any  surplus  shall 
be  for  the  benefit  of  said  Association.  The  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall 
be  fixed  by  this  Board,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  for  examination 
and  registration.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  be  paid 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  da}-  during  which  he  is  engaged  in  the 
service  of  the  Board,  and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the 
meetiugs  of  the  same.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  investigate  all 
complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance,  or  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prosecuting 
officer,  whenever  there  appears  to  the  Board  reasonable  grounds  of  com- 
plaint. The  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  it  shall  find  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  law,  not  inconsistent  with  the  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  same. 

SEC.  8.  Every  person,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be 
held  respnsible  for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines  he 
may  sell  or  dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original 
packages  of  the  manufacturers,  and  also  those  known  as  "patent  medi- 
cines"; and  should  he  intentionally  adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  adulterated, 
or  expose  to  sale,  knowing  the  same  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs, 
chemicals  or  medical  preparations,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  register.  Every  registered  pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue 
the  practice  of  his  profession  shall  annually  thereafter,  within  thirty  days 
next  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  pay  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  said  Board  a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate  of  registration.  Any  registered 
pharmacist  failing  to  renew  his  registration  as  required  by  this  section, 
and  continuing  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

SEC.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  under  a  penalty  of  $25  for 
each  and  every  offense,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  as 
provided  herein,  to  retail  any  poison  enumerated  in  Schedules  A  and  B, 
as  follows,  to-wit: 

Schedule  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red 
precipitate,  bin-iodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic 
acid,  strychnine,  and  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds. 

Schedule  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  mix  vomica,  henbane,  savin, 
ergot,  cotton  root,  cantharides,  creosote,  digitalis  and  their  pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations,  croton  oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc, 
carbolic  acid,  oxalic  acid,  opium  and  its  preparations,  except  paregoric 
12 
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and  other  preparations  of  opium  containing  less  than  two  grains  to  the 
ounce,  and  other  poisons,  without  distinctly  labeling  the  bottle,  box, 
vessel  or  paper  in  which  said  poison  is  contained,  with  the  name  of 
the  article,  the  word  "Poison,"'  and  a  vignette  representing  a  skull  and 
cross-bones,  and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller;  nor  shall 
it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  deliver  any  poison  enumerated  in  said 
Schedules  A  and  B,  unless  upon  due  inquiry  it  is  found  that  the  purchaser 
is  aware  of  its  poisonous  nature,  and  represents  that  it  is  to  be  used  for 
a  legitimate  purpose;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any 
poison  included  in  Schedule  A,  without,  before  delivering  the  same  to  the 
purchaser,  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose, 
stating  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the 
name  and  quality  of  the  poison  sold,  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  repre- 
sented by  the  purchaser  to  be  required,  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser — 
such  book  to  be  always  open  to  proper  authorities  for  inspection.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons  in 
usual  doses,  and  by  physicians'  prescriptions. 

SEC.  to.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  apply  to  or 
interfere  with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  not 
keep  open  shop  for  retailing  of  medicines  and  poisons;  nor  with  the  busi- 
ness of  wholesale  dealers,  excepting  section  9,  and  the  penalties  of  its 
violation. 

SEC.  11.  Any  person  who  shall  permit,  by  willful  neglect,  the  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  in  his  store  or  place  of  business, 
by  any  person  or  persons  not  registered,  except  under  the  supervision  of 
,1  registered  pharmaceutist,  or  any  person  not  registered  who  shall  keep 
open  shop  for  the  retailing  or  dispensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who 
shall  fraudulently  represent  himself  to  be  registered,  or  any  registered 
pharmacist,  or  any  dialer  in  medicines,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the 
regulations  and  provisions  of  this  act,  in  relation  to  retailing  and  dispens- 
ing of  poison,  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars. 

SEC.  12.  Immediately  on  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
five  reputable  and  practicing  pharmacists  doing  business  within  the  State, 
from  ten  of  said  pharmacists  recommended  to  him  by  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association;  said  pharmacists  so  appointed  shall  consti- 
tute the  Board  ol  Pharmacy  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years  respectively, 
as  herein  provided,  and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  "The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  shall  annually 
thereafter  elect  a  pharmacist  from  their  number  to  fill  the  vacancy  annu- 
ally occuring  in  said  Board.  Said  pharmacist  so  elected  shall  in-  com- 
mission) d  by  the  Governor  and  hold  office  for  the  term  of  five  years  and 
until  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified.      In  case  of  death, 
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resignation,  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of  said  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  the  said  Board  shall  elect  in  his  place  a  pharmacist  who  is  a 
member  of  said  Association,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Board  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term." 

SEC.  13.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  recovered  by  suits 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State,  according  to  the  statutes  in  such 
cases  provided,  to  be  prosecuted  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  counties 
respectively  where  the  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be 
committed. 

SEC.  14.  Any  pharmacist  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  sec- 
tions five  and  eight  within  ninety  days  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  registration,  and  shall  appear  before  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy  for  examination,  as  provided  in  section  five  of  this  act. 

SEC.  15.  All  acts  or  portions  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  of  the  counties  to  see  that 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  enforced. 

SEC.  17.  This  act  may  for  all  purposes  be  quoted  under  the  title  of  the 
"  Pharmacy  Act  of  1881." 

SEC.  18.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June 
next.     Ratified  this  12th  day  of  March.  A.  D.  1881. 

[NOTE — The  provisions  of  the  act  amending  sections  four  and  five  of 
the  "Pharmacy  Act,"  as  ratified  on  January  27,  1S91,  and  which  went 
into  effect  July  1,  1S91,  only  apply  to  towns  of  over  800  inhabitants. — 
Secretary.]
